Postage, 
insurance,  and  sales  tax  if  required  by  lawto  be  collected,  will  be  added  to 
the  invoice  of  any  lots  that  are  shipped  to  successful  bidders.  If  a mail 
bidder  has  not  established  credit  with  the  firm  bidding  on  his  behalf, 
satisfactory  credit  references  must  be  provided  or  the  mail  bidder  must 
furnish  25%  of  his  total  bids  for  the  sale  before  his  bids  can  be  accepted.

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Enlarged  Photographs 

During  the  printing  process,  photographs  are  reduced  to  a series 
of  dots  and,  as  a result,  some  of  the  original  detail  is  invariably  lost. 
This  loss  of  detail  is  most  apparent  and  critical  on  small  coins  such 
as  gold  dollars,  three  cent  pieces  and  similarly  sized  coins. 
However,  it  is  Paramount’s  experience  that  30  millimeters 
(approximately  the  size  of  a U.S.  half  dollar)  is  the  minimum  size 
photograph  that  will  reproduce  with  enough  detail  to  allow 
prospective  bidders  to  accurately  judge  the  true  appearance  of  a 
coin  from  a printed  photograph. 

For  this  reason,  all  of  the  coin  photographs  in  Session  One  have 
been  enlarged  to  a minimum  size  of  30  millimeters.  Specifically, 
the  photographs  of  all  U.S.  minor  denomination  coins  from  half 
cents  to  quarters  and  all  U.S.  gold  denominations  from  one  dollar 
to  five  dollars  have  been  enlarged  to  the  minimum  30  millimeter 
size.  U.S.  half  dollar  and  ten  dollar  gold  piece  photographs  have 
been  increased  to  34  millimeters,  while  the  photographs  of  U.S. 
double  eagles  have  been  enlarged  to  38  millimeters.  The 
photographs  of  U.S.  silver  dollars  and  trade  dollars  remain  normal 
size,  38  millimeters.  The  photographs  of  certain  featured  coins 
have  been  enlarged  to  approximately  50  millimeters. 

The  photographs  of  all  foreign  coins  have  been  enlarged  to  a 
minimum  of  30  millimeters.  Those  coins  with  diameters  of  30 
millimeters  or  greater  are  shown  normal  size.

U.S.  LARGE  CENTS 


1.  1794,  Head  of  1794,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sheldon  24,  Apple  Cheek 
variety;  a light  die  break  extends  from  the  L in  LIBERTY  through  the  bust  of  the 
milling  at  the  right  of  the  4 in  the  date.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  an  attractive 
medium  reddish  brown  color  over  the  fading  mint  red.  A very  pleasing  and  high 
quality  early  large  cent  for  the  early  copper  specialist  or  type  collector.  Should 
be  worth  a bid  in  $1,000  to  $1,500  range. 


2.  1801,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sheldon  219,  the  famous  “three  error  variety” 
(1/000,  one  stem,  and  UNITED).  Boldly  struck  design  and  well  centered  with 
attractive  medium  golden  brown  toning.  Possibly  a condition  census  coin. 

This  coin  will  be  highly  sought  after  by  the  variety,  date,  and  type  collector  as 
well  as  the  quality  conscious  large  cent  collector.  The  famous  Dr.  French,  T.J. 
Clarke,  Sloss,  and  Dupont  sales  contained  only  Very  Fine  specimens.  A similar 
specimen  realized  $1,700  in  a sale  six  years  ago!

A sharply  struck  gem  with  lustrous  golden  surfaces 
and  light  copper  toning. 

4.  1873,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Light  copper  gold  toning  over  attractive  proof  surfaces. 
1 ,100  proofs  issued. 


5.  1877,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  lovely  light  golden  brown  toning 
highlighted  with  shades  of  natural  orange  red. 

The  key  date  in  the  Indian  Cent  series  with  a low  mintage  of  only  852,500.  With 
Mint  State  60  specimens  selling  around  the  $1,000  mark  we  estimate  bidding  for 
this  gem  will  reach  the  $1,500  level  or  more. 

6.  1877,  Uncirculated  60.  Dipped  at  one  time,  now  retoning  to  a light  golden  rose 
color  with  deeper  gold  peripheral  toning  on  the  obverse.  Worthy  of  a bid  near  the 
current  catalogue  value  of  $925.  (Plate) 

7.  1909-S,  Indian,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Strong  strike  with  light  golden  brown 
and  rose  toning.  This  popular  key  date  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  entire 
Indian  Cent  series  with  only  309,000  minted.

8.  1865,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A sharply  struck  gem  retaining  nearly  full  original 
lustre  with  lovely  gold  and  rose  colored  surfaces.  Shades  of  medium  orange 
toning  on  the  reverse.  A very  desirable  specimen  for  the  advanced  type 
collector. 

9.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Pleasing  rose  and  gold  toning  with  about  70% 
original  mint  red  remaining. 

10.  1872,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Full  strike  with  lovely  rose  and  golden  iridescent  toning. 
A very  pleasing  example  with  attractive  proof  surfaces.  Scarce  proof  issue  with 
an  estimated  mintage  of  less  than  1,000  pieces.

1 1 . 1878,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Razor  sharp  strike  and  superb  proof  surfaces  with 
lovely  rose,  blue  and  gold  toning.  For  the  finest  quality  set. 

This  popular  proof  only  date  had  a total  mintage  of  only  2,350  pieces.  We 
expect  this  gem  to  bring  a record  price  for  the  date. 

12.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  choice  specimen  with  attractive  russet  and  gold 
toning  on  the  obverse.  A low  mintage  date  with  only3,790  proofs  issued  and  just 
1,000  business  strikes. 

13.  1888,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A fully  brilliant  and  almost  perfect  coin  with  lovely 
peripheral  yellow  and  rose  toning.  Frosted  devices  on  the  obverse  producing  a 
lovely  cameo  effect.  4,582  pieces  issued. 


U.S.  NICKEL  FIVE  CENT  PIECES 


14.  1915-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  sharply  struck  gem  with  light  golden 
toning. 

A much  scarcer  date  than  the  catalogue  value  indicates.  With  only  1,505,000 
minted,  the  1915-S  has  the  fifth  lowest  mintage  of  the  entire  Buffalo  Nickel 
series.  (Plate) 

15.  1918-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Lovely  iridescent  rainbow  toning  with  an 
above  average  strike  for  this  date.  There  is  a light  die  break  extending  from  the 
horn  to  the  rim  on  the  reverse.  A scarce  date  in  mint  state. 

16.  1936,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  beautiful  sharply  struck  proof.  Pastel  gold  toning 
enhanced  by  shades  of  rose  and  lavender.  This  specimen  is  the  Type  I variety 
with  the  satin  finish  surfaces,  considerably  more  difficult  to  locate  than  the 
brilliant  variety.  One  of  only  4,420  proofs  issued  of  both  types. 

17.  1937,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  An  extremely  sharply  struck  and  brilliant  proof 
specimen.  Lovely  gold,  lavender  and  rose  toning.  A coin  of  the  highest  quality 
and  worthy  of  a record  bid.

18.  1937-D,  Three  Legged,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  mint  lustre  with  attractive 
original  gold  and  rose  toning.  Nearly  fully  struck.  One  of  the  finest  examples  of 
this  popular  variety  we  have  handled. 

We  have  recently  noted  specimens  of  this  quality  selling  between  $1,000  and 
$1,500.

19.  1852,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Above  average  strike  with  dark  gray  and  gold 
toning. 

20.  1853,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Fully  struck  with  shades  of  deep  original  gold 
toning. 

21 . 1857,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  from  ten  o’clock  to  five  o’clock 
on  the  obverse  and  the  corresponding  area  on  the  reverse.  Some  weakness  in 
strike  from  five  o’clock  to  ten  o’clock  on  the  obverse  and  corresponding  area  on 
the  reverse.  All  lines  of  the  shield  and  star  are  well  defined  and  sharply  struck. 
Attractive  original  dark  gray  and  gold  toning.  A beautiful  Type  II  three  cent  silver 
piece  for  a gem  mint  state  type  collection.  Should  bring  between  $800  and 
$1,000.  (Plate) 

22.  1859,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Fullystruck  withattractiveoriginal  mediumgold 
and  silver  gray  iridescent  toning.  The  first  year  of  the  Type  III  design.  Low 
mintage  of  only  365,000. 


23.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Sharply  struck  with  fully  frosty  surfaces 
and  lovely  gold  and  gray  toning.  Boldy  recut  date  with  the  usual  obverse  clash 
marks. 

Very  scarce  as  a business  strike  with  only  8,000  minted.  Many  of  this  issue 
were  melted  in  the  years  immediately  following  the  Civil  War.  Seldom  offered  in 
this  superb  condition. 
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U.S.  SILVER  THREE  CENT  PIECES.  HALF  DIMES 


24.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  partial  wire  rim,  full  original 
lustre  and  proof-like  surfaces.  Light  gold  toning.  This  particular  piece  displays 
heavy  clash  marks  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

Another  exceptional  specimen  of  this  scarce  post  Civil  War  issue.  Business 
strikes  such  as  this  are  far  more  rare  than  proofs.  Only  22,000  minted  and  worth 
a four  figure  bid. 


U.S.  HALF  DIMES 


25.  1794,  Uncirculated  60.  Deep  rich  original  gold  and  grey  toning  with  a light  die 
break  extending  from  two  o’clock  through  Miss  Liberty  to  eight  o’clock.  This 
specimen  is  very  sharply  struck  with  just  a bit  of  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  breast 
on  the  reverse.  A splendid  coin  which  displays  a full  border  on  both  sides. 

The  1979  Redbook  value  for  MS-60  is  $6750  and  so  this  beauty  could  exceed 
that  figure. 


26.  1836,  Large  5C,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Extremely  attractive  rainbow  toning  and 
very  sharp  strike.  The  surfaces  are  semi  proof-like.  A super  coin  for  a gem  type 
collection.  Formerly  sold  as  Lot  580  in  Stack’s  1976  ANA  Sale.  We  would 
estimate  bidding  in  the  $750  to  $1,000  range. 


27.  1838,  No  Drapery,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Beautiful  full  sharp  strike  with 
nearly  immaculate,  fully  lustrous  surfaces  and  traces  of  pastel  gold  toning.  A 
superb  gem  worthy  of  the  finest  type  collection. 

One  of  the  finest  specimens  of  this  scarce  variety  to  appear  on  the  market 
recently.  We  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  this  gem  bring  in  excess  of  $1,500  on 
today’s  quality  conscious  market.

28.  1805,  Four  Berries  on  Reverse,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely  natural  grey  and 
golden  toning  with  full  original  mint  lustre  beneath  the  toning.  More  sharply 
struck  than  most  specimens  with  the  majority  of  the  stars  fully  struck  to  their 
centers.  As  is  typical  of  many  early  U.S.  coins,  there  are  some  minor  mint  made 
adjustment  marks  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse,  but  they  do  not  materially 
detract  from  the  superb  appearance  of  this  lovely  coin. 

From  an  overall  quality  standpoint,  this  is  one  of  the  finest  1805  dimes  on  the 
market  in  several  years.  Similar  specimens  have  realized  in  the  mid  four  figure 
range  and  we  anticipate  that  this  gem  will  bring  a comparable  amount. 


SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1807  DIME 


29.  1807,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Magnificent  medium  grey  and  light  golden 
toning.  Although  a bit  weakly  struck  at  the  borders  (asareall  1807  dimes  known 
to  us),  the  strike  is  generally  far  above  average  for  the  date.  An  early  U.S.  dime  in 
such  an  original,  pristine  state  is  extremely  rare.  We  have  not  handled  or  seen 
another  1807  dime  of  equal  quality. 

This  coin  shows  the  clashed  and  damaged  dies  that  are  characteristic  of  1 807 
dimes  as  well  as  the  prominent  center  dot  on  the  obverse.  A bid  in  the  vicinity  of 
$6,500-$7,500  will  probably  be  necessary  to  buy  this  gem.  (Color  Plate)

One  small  obverse  edge  nick  at  three 
o’clock.  A very  attractive  type  coin.

111.  1844,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Fully  struck  with  attractive  natural  green  and 
gold  toning.  A few  light  contact  marks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces  keep 
us  from  calling  this  a gem,  but  it  is  unquestionably  the  finest  example  of  this  date 
we  have  seen  in  a number  of  years.  In  our  opinion,  it  ranks  with  the  top  four  or 
five  known  specimens.

A popular  date  struck  in  the  first  year  of  the  Civil  War.  Very  scarce  and 
underrated  in  this  gem  condition.  Only  78,500  minted.  Should  realize  a bid  close 
to  $2,000. 

117.  1879-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Boldly  struck  with  beautiful  semi  proof-like 
surfaces.  A few  light  abrasions  on  the  obverse.  Only  756,000  pieces  of  this  rare 
Carson  City  Mint  dollar  were  minted. 

118.  1883-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  very  lustrous.  Scarce  and 
popular  date.

Sharp  strike  with  frosty  obverse  and  semi  proof-like 
reverse.  A scarce  date. 
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126.  1892-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  light  toning 
Popular  Carson  City  Mint  dollar.  ^ ^ 


127.  1892-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  fully  struck  and  lustrous  gem  with 
traces  of  light  gold  toning.

As  choice  as  that  coin  was,  it  was  not  the  equal  of  this 
specimen  and  we  feel  that  this  remarkable  coin  should  easily  top  the 
$20,000  mark.  If  a finer  or  even  equal  specimen  exists,  we  have  not 
seen  it  and  we  have  probably  handled  more  gem  1892-S  dollars  than 
anyone.

Fully  struck  and  virtually  markfree  with 
attractive  light  gold  toning.  Popular  last  year  of  issue  for  the  Carson  City  Mint. 

Well  struck  with  beautiful  semi  proof-like 
surfaces.  The  eagle  has  one  rather  prominent  scratch  across  its  breast  but  this  is 
still  an  attractive  coin. 
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133.  1893-S,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  An  attractive  evenly  worn  example  of  this  key  date 
in  the  Morgan  Dollar  series.  Only  100,000  minted.  This  coin  is  accompanied  by 
ANACS  Photograph  Certificate  #7155. 


134.  1894,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A superb  quality  proof  with  exquisite  iridescent 
violet,  blue  and  golden  brown  toning.  The  fields  are  free  of  hairlines  or  handling 
marks  and  overall  this  coin  ranks  with  the  very  finest  quality  proof  Morgan 
Dollars  in  existence  today,  regardless  of  date. 

Only  972  proofs  were  struck  in  1894  and  relatively  few  exist  today  in  such 
flawless  condition.

One  of  the  key  dates  in  the  Morgan 
Dollar  series  with  only  400,000  minted.

Wayne  Miller  states  “the  typical  1897-0  is  poorly  struck,  with 
inadequate  lustre  and  worse  than  average  bagmarks”.  Should  bring  a high  three 
figure  bid. 

140.  1899-S.  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  An  outstanding  gem  with  lovely  satinlike  surfaces 
that  are  virtually  mark  free.  A scarce  and  popular  date. 

141.  1899-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  spotty  light  gold 
and  russet  toning. 

142.  1901-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Sharply  struck  and  lustrous  with  a few  light 
abrasions  on  the  obverse  surfaces. 

143.  1902-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  a reverse  which  is 
virtually  perfect.  Another  scarce  and  somewhat  underrated  date.

One  of  the  key  dates  in  the  Peace  Dollar  series.  The  1928  has  the  lowest  mintage 
of  the  series  with  only  360,649  minted.

The  mirror  surfaces  are  free  of 
hairlines  and  handling  marks  and  there  are  just  a couple  of  minor 
spots  on  the  obverse. 

Original  proofs  such  as  this  are  extremely  rare  with  only  5-6 
specimens  known.

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SUPERB  AND  EXTREMELY  RARE  1831  PROOF  DIME 


153.  1831,  Dime,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Superb  grey  and  golden  toning 
that  is  completely  natural  indicating  that  this  coin  has  never  been 
cleaned  or  tampered  with  in  its  148  year  existence.  The  surfaces  are 
virtually  flawless  with  frosted  devices,  full  mirror  fields  and  just  a 
touch  of  porosity  in  the  planchet.  On  the  reverse  rim,  at  7 o’clock, 
there  is  a tiny  depressed  area  that  was  present  at  the  time  of  striking.  It 
is  mentioned  for  identification  purposes  only  and  is  not  a defect.  In 
fact,  there  are  no  defects  on  the  entire  coin  and  its  state  of 
preservation  must  be  considered  truly  remarkable  in  view  of  its  age. 

The  dime  is  even  more  rare  than  the  half  dime  and  no  more  than  8- 
10  specimens  are  known.  Indeed  this  estimate  may  be  on  the  high 
side.  Only  one  other  example  (the  Lester  Merkin  4/66,  1971  ANA 
coin ) has  appeared  at  auction  in  the  past  15  years  and  so  the  demand 
for  a super  gem  such  as  this  should  be  great.  (Color  Plate) 


SPECTACULAR  AND  VERY  RARE  1831  PROOF  QUARTER 


154.  1831,  Quarter,  Large  Letters,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  From  a quality 
standpoint  this  is  on  a par  with  the  fabulous  dime  just  offered  and  the 
color  of  this  coin  makes  it  perhaps  even  more  appealing.  The  coin  is 
amazingly  lustrous  and  the  predominantly  medium  golden  toning  is 
simply  gorgeous.  The  lover  of  quality  need  look  no  further  than  this 
spectacular  piece.  Of  the  relatively  few  legitimate  proof  quarters  of 
this  type  that  we  have  seen,  this  is  undeniably  the  finest. 

Since  1831  was  the  first  year  of  issue  for  this  type,  more  proofs  are 
known  of  the  quarter  than  of  the  other  denominations.  Perhaps  15-20 
specimens  are  known  of  the  Small  Letters  and  Large  Letters  varieties 
combined  with  about  half  of  them  the  Large  Letters  variety.  We  have 
not  handled  another  proof  of  this  type  since  our  1972  ANA  sale  and 
have  seen  only  3 others  since  then,  two  dated  1834,  and  one  dated 
1831  in  the  1977  ANA  sale.  The  latter,  the  Jerome  Kern  specimen,  was 
severely  hairlined  and  was  not  remotely  comparable  to  this  superb 
specimen.  Because  of  its  rarity  and  quality,  this  gem  should  bring  well 
over  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1831  PROOF  HALF  DOLLAR 


155.  1831,  Half  Dollar,  Gem  Proof  65.  Boldly  struck  with  every  star 
showing  all  its  radial  lines  and  every  detail  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and 
the  eagle  sharply  defined.  Each  denticle  is  sharp  and  distinct.  The 
surfaces  are  fully  mirrorlike  including  the  area  within  the  shield  and, 
despite  a few  faint  obverse  hairlines,  this  remarkable  coin  is  fully  in 
the  gem  class.  There  is  just  a hint  of  light  peripheral  toning. 

The  half  dollar  is  the  rarest  of  the  1831  proofs  offered  here.  At  most 
three  or  four  specimens  are  known  and  only  the  Reed  Hawn  specimen 
has  appeared  on  the  market  in  many,  many  years.  This  gem  specimen 
is  the  one  pictured  in  Walter  Breen’s  book  on  U.S.  proof  coinage  and 
we  anticipate  a solid  five  figure  bid  for  this  great  rarity.  (Color  Plate) 


156.  1938,  Choice  Proof  60+ to  Gem  Proof  65.  A brilliant  and  very  attractive  set  with  a 
few  hairlines  on  the  half  dollar  and  a smudge  on  the  cent;  the  others  are  all  gems. 
Only  8,045  sets  issued. 

157.  1939,  Gem  Proof  65.  A very  attractive  and  evenly  matched  set  with  a total 
mintage  of  only  8,795  sets.  We  estimate  the  value  of  this  set  at  between  $700  and 
$1,000. 

158.  1940,  Gem  Proof  65.  A lovely  set  containing  an  outstanding  multicolor  toned 
nickel.  11,246  sets  issued. 

159.  1941,  Gem  Proof  65.  Another  attractive  original  set  of  which  only  15,287  were 
issued.

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161.  1900,  Lafayette,  $1,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  beautiful  original 
gold  toning  and  traces  of  iridescent  seagreen  and  lavender  on  the  obverse  and 
peripheral  yellow  and  seagreen  toning  on  the  reverse. 

The  United  States'  first  commemorative  silver  dollar  designed  by  Charles  E. 
Barber  in  honor  of  the  famous  French  General  Lafayette.  Only  36,026  were 
minted.  This  attractive  piece  should  receive  a high  bid  in  the  $2,500  to  $3,000 
range.  (Plate) 

162.  1938  P-D-S,  Arkansas  Centennial  Set,  500,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck 
with  light  gold  toning  and  lustrous  surfaces.  A scarce  set;  only  3,155  issued. 

163.  1939  P-D-S,  Arkansas  Centennial  Set,  50C,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely  natural 
pale  gold  and  rose  toning  and  very  lustrous  surfaces.  A popular  and  scarce  set  of 
which  only  2,104  were  minted.  Bidding  could  reach  the  $1,000  mark. 

164.  1936  P-D-S,  Cincinnati  Music  Center  Set,  500,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A 
superb  example  of  this  extremely  popular  commemorative  set.  Pastel  gold  to 
deep  russet,  gold  and  green  toning.  Fully  lustrous  surfaces.  Housed  in  a black 
cardboard  display  card  and  original  Thomas  G.  Melish  1936  mailing  envelope. 
One  of  only  5,005  issued.  Three  pieces. 

165.  1936  P-D-S,  Cincinnati  Music  Center  Set,  500,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A 
second  superb  set  very  similar  in  quality  and  appearance  to  the  preceding  lot. 
Fully  original  lustrous  surfaces  with  pale  gold  and  russet  toning.  Original  card 
and  Melish  mailing  envelope.  Three  pieces. 

166.  1936  P-D-S,  Cincinnati  Music  Center  Set,  500,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A third  set 
in  its  original  sales  card.  Lovely  pastel  gold  to  deeper  russet  and  gold  toning. 
Extremely  lustrous  original  surfaces.  A popular  and  rather  difficult  set  to  locate 
in  gem  condition.

65.  Beautiful,  deep  golden  toning  and  sharp  wire  rim.  Excellent  quality  surfaces 
that  are  virtually  free  of  hairlines  or  impairments.  There  is  one  small  lintmark  by 
the  first  S of  STATES.  Overall,  as  choice  as  any  Judd  67  we  have  handled. 

This  piece  is  UNIQUE  in  that  it  is  the  only  known  example  of  Judd  67  that  is 
struck  over  a regular  issue  U.S.  gold  dollar.  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  is 
clearly  visible  on  the  obverse  and  1 DOLLAR  and  the  9 of  the  date  (1859)  are  very 
prominent  on  the  reverse.  This  is  the  important  and  unique  discovery  piece  that 
conclusively  proved  that  this  pattern  was  restruck  sometime  in  the  early  1860’s. 
As  a unique,  high  quality  and  historically  important  numismatic  item  it  should  be 
worth  substantially  more  than  the  normal  Judd  67  that  brought  $4,800  at  the 
1978  Bareford  sale.  (Color  Plate) 


BEAUTIFUL  1838  “KNEASS  HEAD”  PATTERN  HALF  DOLLAR 


170.  1838,  500,  Judd  73,  Silver,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  An  outstanding  specimen  of 
this  popular  early  pattern  half  dollar.  Lovely  steel  grey,  blueand  gold  toning  and 
nearly  perfect  proof  surfaces.  Razor  sharp  strike.  Characteristic  reverse  die 
breaks  run  from  the  rim  to  the  eagle.  One  of  the  finest  known  of  this  unusual  and 
beautiful  pattern. 

This  example  of  the  ‘‘Kneass  Head”  pattern  half  dollar  (named  for  the  designer 
of  the  obverse,  William  Kneass)  is  one  of  the  restrikes  and  is  listed  by  Judd  as  a 
Rarity  6,  meaning  no  more  than  30  are  known.  Christian  Gobrecht  designed  the 
reverse.  We  expect  this  superb  specimen  to  realize  $2,500  or  more.

171 . No  Date  (1852),  50(^,  Judd  135,  Gold,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+. 

Sharply  struck  with  a high  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The 
surfaces  are  free  of  impairments  and  show  numerous  planchet  lines 
and  a few  tiny  lintmarks.  A magnificent  specimen! 

This  is  the  only  pattern  half  dollar  struck  in  gold  and  only  five 
specimens  are  known  plus  two  blank  planchets.  The  obverse  was 
struck  using  the  reverse  die  of  a half  dime  and  then  perforated 
somewhat  irregularly.  Although  there  is  no  date  on  the  coin,  it  is 
generally  believed  to  be  1852  because  of  the  similarity  between  this 
and  the  ring  gold  dollars  dated  1852  and  because  of  documented 
correspondence  from  the  Mint  Director  dated  January  27,  1852  that 
refers  to  both  this  coin  and  the  similar  gold  dollar,  Judd  136.  This 
specimen  was  formerly  in  the  Dr.  John  Wilkison  Collection.  He 
purchased  it  from  the  Metropolitan  New  York  auction  in  1962  for 
$2,000  (the  last  time  this  pattern  was  offered  at  public  auction)  and 
today  it  should  bring  well  in  excess  of  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 


172.  1852,  $1,  Judd  140,  Copper-Nickel,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lightly  toned  and 
sharply  struck  with  a high  wire  edge  and  a proof-like  surface.  There  is  some 
planchet  porosity  but  overall  the  coin  is  definitely  of  gem  quality. 

This  unusual  pattern  is  a Rarity  7 item  meaning  no  more  than  12  pieces  were 
struck,  6-8  being  a good  estimate  of  the  number  known  today.  Should  bring  a 
four  figure  bid.  (Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1852  RING  GOLD  DOLLAR,  J-141 


173.  1852,  $1,  Judd  141,  Gold,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Well  struck  with 
sharp  wire  rim.  The  surfaces  are  partially  proof-like  and  the 
unprotected  obverse  field  shows  a number  of  light  handling  marks. 

This  specimen  was  formerly  in  the  Wiikison  Collection  and  is  one  of 
only  seven  pieces  known.  The  specimen  most  recently  offered  at 
auction  was  the  Bareford  piece  (Ex  Farouk)  which  realized  $6,000.  In 
addition  to  the  Bareford  specimen,  only  the  DiBello  coin  (sold  in 
1970)  and  the  1975  ANA  piece  (very  possibly  the  same  as  the  DiBello 
coin)  have  been  offered  at  auction  in  over  20  years.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1852  RING  GOLD  DOLLAR,  J-145 


174.  1852,  $1,  Judd  145,  Gold,  Gem  Proof  65.  Rich  golden  toning  and 
superb  quality  mirror  surfaces.  One  of  the  finest  examples  of  this 
popular  gold  pattern  in  existence,  surpassing  in  quality  our  Hamilton 
Collection  specimen  at  $4,100  and  our  Covington  Collection  piece  at 
$5,000,  the  only  two  examples  offered  at  auction  in  the  last  few  years. 

This  piece  is  one  of  an  estimated  8-10  originals  and  weighs  32 
grains  compared  to  25.8  grains  for  the  restrikes  that  were 
surreptitiously  minted  during  the  early  1860’s.  This  gem  was  last 
offered  for  sale  at  the  American  Auction  Association’s  sale  of  the 
Scott  Collection  in  1975.  It  brought  $5,250  at  that  sale  and  should 
realize  considerably  more  in  today’s  active  market.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERB  1864  TRANSITIONAL  QUARTER 


175.  1864,  25<t,  Judd  386,  Silver,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65++.  A truly  incredible  coin,  near 
perfection  in  all  respects.  Beautiful  deep  mirror  proof  surfaces  and  high  wire 
rims.  The  toning  is  an  array  of  natural  copperand  gold  colors.  In  ouropinion,  no 
finer  example  of  this  transitional  pattern  quarter  could  possibly  exist. 

This  interesting  pattern  is  the  result  of  pairing  the  regular  obverse  die  of  1864 
and  the  regular  issue  reverse  die  of  1866,  featuring  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST.  Judd  lists  this  pattern  as  a Rarity  7 (12  or  less  pieces  struck). 


VERY  RARE  1865  COPPER  TRANSITIONAL  HALF  EAGLE 


176.  1865,  $5,  Judd  446,  Copper,  Gem  Proof  65.  Superbly  struck  to  the  finest  detail 
with  extremely  high  wire  rims.  Lovely  proof  surfaces  that  are  glossy  olive  brown 
in  color  with  traces  of  original  mint  red. 

This  outstanding  pattern  half  eagle  was  produced  by  pairing  the  regular 
obverse  die  of  1865  to  the  adopted  reverse  die  of  1866.  A Rarity  7 pattern 
according  to  Judd  meaning  that  no  more  than  12  pieces  were  struck.  Should 
bring  a bid  in  the  $2,500  to  $3,000  range. 


177.  1868,  IC,  Judd  605,  Nickel,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Bold  strike  with  partial  wire  rim. 
Listed  by  Judd  as  a Rarity  5 (31  to  75  struck).  The  obverse  portrait  of  Liberty  is 
very  similar  in  design  to  that  of  the  regular  issue  three  cent  nickel  piece.

THE  EXCESSIVELY  RARE 
1868  PATTERN  EAGLE  IN  GOLD 

One  Of  Only  Four  Struck 


178.  1868,  $10,  Judd  661,  Gold,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Deep  rich  golden 
color  and  light  cloudy  toning.  The  surfaces  are  of  superb  quality  and 
show  a myriad  of  crisscrossed  raised  die  scratches  resulting  from 
polishing  the  dies  with  a cloth.  Identifiable  by  a small  copper  spot  on 
the  obverse  rim  by  the  seventh  star.  Finer  than  most  known  regular 
issue  proofs  of  the  same  period. 

This  is  one  of  only  four  specimens  struck.  Two  are  currently  owned 
by  Paramount  (including  this  specimen),  one  is  in  the  Connecticut 
State  Library  and  the  fourth  last  appeared  in  the  Farouk  Sale  in  1954. 
Its  present  location  is  unknown  to  us.  This  particularspecimen,  equal 
in  quality  to  the  other  now  in  our  possession,  was  purchased  by  Dr. 
Wilkison  from  Abe  Kosoff  in  the  early  1940’s  for  $5,500,  an  incredible 
amount  for  a coin  in  those  days. 

The  1868  pattern  eagle  in  gold  appeared  at  four  auctions  in  the  late 
nineteenth  century  (Mason  & Co.  1870,  Ahiborn  1881,  Bangs  & Co. 
1882,  and  Woodside  1892)  but  only  the  aforementioned  Farouk 
example  has  been  offered  at  public  auction  in  this  century  until  our 
present  offering  of  this  superb  specimen.  (Color  Plate) 

The  bidding  will  commence  at  a minimum  of  $80,000. 


VERY  RARE  1868  COPPER  PATTERN  EAGLE 

179.  1868,  $10,  Judd  662,  Copper,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  light  brown  and  rose  color 
and  lustrous  proof  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  with  high  wire  rims  on  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse.  One  of  the  most  attractive  copper  patterns  we  have 
handled. 

This  pattern  was  designed  by  James  B.  Longacre  and  the  bust  of  Liberty  is 
essentially  the  same  as  on  the  regular  issue  three  cent  nickel  piece  he  also 
designed.  The  interesting  small  eagle  reverse  design  was  never  adopted  for 
regular  U.S.  coinage.  This  coin  appeared  as  Lot  467  in  Superior’s  Rio  Rancho 
Sale  of  October  1974  and  later  as  Lot  645  of  our  Covington  Collection  Sale.  It  is  a 
Rarity  7 item,  meaning  only  four  to  twelve  pieces  were  struck.  (Plate) 
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AMAZING  GEM  1869  ALUMINUM  PATTERN  DOLLAR 


180.  1869,  $1,  Judd  764,  Aluminum,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65++.  A spectacular 
aluminum  dies  trial  of  the  regular  issue  1869  silver  dollar.  Quite  possibly  the 
finest  specimen  of  Judd  764  in  existence.  Immaculate  proof  surfaces  and  nearly 
perfect  strike.  Even  silver  gray  color  and  brilliant  deep  mirrorsurfaces.  No  nicks, 
scrapes  or  hairlines  and  none  of  the  pitting  or  spots  so  common  to  aluminum 
coins. 

Judd  lists  this  piece  as  a Rarity  7,  i.e.  just  four  to  twelve  were  struck.  A finer 
specimen  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  and  a bid  approaching  $2,000  would  not 
be  out  of  the  question. 


MAGNIFICENT  1871  PATTERN  DOLLAR 


181.  1871,  $1,  Judd  1133,  Silver,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A fantastic  gem  with  light 
violet,  brown  and  pale  gold  peripheral  toning.  The  strike  on  this  relatively  “high 
relief”  design  is  exceptional  and  the  fields  are  outstanding.  This  is  the  finest 
example  of  this  pattern  that  we  have  seen,  better  by  far  than  the  specimen  incur 
Versailles  Sale  (Ex  1976  ANA  at  $2,600)  or  the  Fairfield  specimen. 

This  beautiful  pattern  is  a Rarity  7 item  and  no  more  than  6-8  specimens  are 
known.  When  one  considers  that  similar  quality  “common  date”  proof  Morgan 
Dollars  are  now  bringing  in  excess  of  $3,000,  and  that  a Proof  60+  example  of 
this  pattern  was  recently  advertised  for  $4,900,  a bid  in  excess  of  $5,000  seems 
likely  for  this  superlative  specimen.  (Color  Plate) 
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LOVELY  1872  PATTERN  COMMERCIAL  DOLLAR 


182.  1872,  $1,  Judd  1215,  Silver,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  medium  grey  and  iridescent 
greenish  gold  and  blue  toning.  There  are  a few  very  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields 
but  they  are  almost  totally  obscured  by  the  especially  attractive  toning.  This  is 
one  of  the  finest  quality  and  prettiest  examples  of  this  pattern  that  we  have  seen. 

Only  6-8  specimens  of  Judd  1215  are  known.  The  similar  Garrett  piece 
brought  $2,600  in  early  1976  and  so  this  gem  should  realize  in  excess  of  $3,000. 
(Color  Plate) 


183.  1872,  $20,  Judd  1254,  Aluminum,  Gem  Proof  65.  A beautiful  brilliant  aluminum 
dies  trial  of  the  regular  issue  1872  double  eagle.  Boldly  struck  with  deep  mirror 
surfaces,  frosted  devices  and  partial  wire  rim.  A few  very  light  contact  marks  to 
the  left  of  Miss  Liberty’s  face  keep  us  from  calling  this  coin  superb. 

A Rarity  7 item,  i.e.  only  four  to  twelve  were  struck.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $2,000  to 
$2,500  range.

One  Of  Only  Two  Struck 


184.  1874,  $10,  Judd  1373,  Gold,  Bickford  International  Ten  Dollar  Gold 
Piece,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Deep  rich  golden  toning  and  beautiful 
unmarked  mirror  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  with  all  of  Miss  Liberty’s 
hair  detail  well  defined.  A superb  gem  of  the  highest  quality.  One  of 
only  two  known  specimens  struck  in  gold. 

In  1867,  a monetary  convention  was  held  in  Paris  to  establish  an 
international  gold  coin  of  fixed,  interchangeable  value.  As  a result  of 
this  convention,  the  U.S.  Mint  struck  a pattern  half  eagle  in  copper 
and  aluminum  dated  1868  whose  denomination  read  5 DOLLARS  25 
FRANCS.  No  other  monetary  units  were  utilized  in  the  design  by 
Paquet  because  the  convention  had  agreed  to  make  the  French  franc 
the  basis  of  value.  This  necessitated  lowering  the  value  of  both  the 
U.S.  five  dollar  gold  piece  and  the  English  sovereign.  (The  British 
delegate,  by  the  way,  opposed  the  idea  and  wanted  the  U.S.  gold 
dollar  to  be  the  standard.)  This  lowering  of  value  required  reducing 
the  weight  of  the  half  eagle  from  129  grains  to  124.9  grains  so  that  it 
would  conform  exactly  to  25  FRANCS.  Other  gold  coins  would  have 
been  changed  accordingly  as  well.  The  bill  introduced  in  Congress  to 
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184  Continued. 

effect  this  change  was  defeated  and  the  matter  was  dropped,  only  to 
be  revived  again  in  1874. 

When  Dana  Bickford  of  New  York  City  travelled  to  Europe  he  had 
difficulty  in  exchanging  the  money  of  one  country  for  another.  Upon 
his  return  home,  he  suggested  several  designs  to  Director  of  the  Mint 
Henry  R.  Linderman  and  the  1874  pattern  eagle  was  the  result. 
Congress,  however,  again  failed  to  approve  the  idea.  (The  concept  of 
an  international  gold  coin  was  still  not  dead  and  was  tried  for  a third 
and  final  time  with  the  Stellas  of  1879  and  1880.) 

The  Bickford  eagle  was  known  only  in  copper  to  R.C.  Davis  and  a 
1906  article  in  the  Numismatist  again  referred  to  the  design,  but  the 
author  also  only  knew  of  its  existence  in  copper.  The  two  known  gold 
pieces  probably  came  to  light  a few  years  later,  either  as  part  of  the 
Idler  collection  that  Idler’s  son-in-law  Capt.  John  Haseltine  sold,  or  as 
part  of  the  large  group  of  patterns  that  William  Woodin  obtained  from 
A.L.  Snowden  as  payment  for  returning  the  two  1877  half  unions  to 
the  Mint  Collection. 

The  Adams  and  Woodin  reference,  published  in  1913,  listed  the  two 
known  specimens  as  being  in  the  possession  of  W.W.C.  Wilson  of 
Montreal  and  William  H.  Woodin.  F.C.C.  Boyd,  in  his  personal  copy  of 
the  Adams  and  Woodin  book,  crossed  out  those  two  names  and  wrote 
in  “Brand"  (Virgil)  and  “F.C.C.B.”  (Boyd)  respectively. 

Both  specimens  of  this  pattern  (which  has  the  diameter  of  a double 
eagle  but  is  substantially  thinner),  are  now  owned  by  Paramount 
International  Coin  Corporation.  Paramount  purchased  them  from  Dr. 
J.E.  Wilkison  in  1973,  sold  them  to  A-Mark  in  1976  and  repurchased 
them  in  November,  1978.  Wilkison  obtained  the  first  of  his  two  pieces 
from  Abe  Kosoff  in  the  1940’s  for  $8,000.00,  an  absolutely  astonishing 
sum  for  the  time.  He  acquired  the  second  one  from  the  Judd 
Collection  when  it  was  sold  in  1962.  The  specimen  offered  here  is  the 
Brand-Wilson  piece. 

This  Is  the  first  time  the  1874  Bickford  Eagle  has  ever  appeared  In  a 
public  auction.  Until  now,  the  few  times  It  has  changed  hands  have 
been  by  private  treaty  only.  We  are  proud  to  make  numismatic  history 
with  the  offering  of  this  Important  numismatic  rarity,  a coin  that 
very  few  people  have  ever  had  the  opportunity  to  even  see,  much  less 
purchase.  (Color  Plate)

185.  1875,  $5,  Judd  1438,  Gold,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Beautiful  orange 
gold  toning  and  full  mirror  surfaces  that  have  only  a few  tiny  lintmarks 
and  no  hairlines  or  impairments.  There  is  one  tiny  carbon  spot  by  the 
9th  star  but  overall  the  coin  isof  superb  quality.  The  strike  is  very  bold 
and  there  is  a full  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

This  lovely  “Sailor’s  Head”  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  only  two  specimens 
struck  in  gold.  The  only  time  previously  that  this  pattern  was  offered 
for  sale  at  public  auction  was  in  the  Farouk  Sale  of  1954  when  both 
specimens  appeared.  They  were  purchased  from  the  sale  by  Dr.  John 
Wilkison  and  were  subsequently  sold  to  Paramount  in  1973.  After 
being  acquired  by  A-Mark  in  1976,  the  two  specimens  were 
repurchased  by  Paramount  in  1978.  The  two  pieces  are  of  equal 
quality  and  differ  only  in  toning,  this  specimen  being  a deeper  gold 
color  than  the  other.  The  desirability  and  extreme  rarity  of  the  regular 
issue  1875  half  eagle,  proofs  of  which  have  sold  in  excess  of  $80,000, 
and  the  popularity  of  William  Barber’s  “Sailor’s  Head”  design 
combine  to  make  this  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold 
patterns.  (Color  Plate)

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186.  1879,  Metric  $1,  Judd  1626,  Goloid,  Gem  Proof  65.  Lovely  pale  gold  toning 
enhancing  virtually  flawless  proof  surfaces.  Strong  strike  with  partial  wire  rims. 

This  experimental  international  U.S.  trade  dollar  was  designed  by  William 
Barber  and  is  a Rarity  6.  A very  popular  and  attractive  design.  We  estimate  the 
present  value  to  be  between  $1,200  and  $1,500. 

187.  1883,  5<t,  Judd  1712,  Nickel,  Gem  Proof  65.  Sharp  strike  and  lustrous  surfaces. 
Pale  gold  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Interesting  design  with  the  obverse 
similar  to  the  regular  issue  Liberty  Head  Nickel  and  the  reverse  showing  the 
composition  of  the  coin  (33  N.,  67C.).  A Rarity  5,  meaning  31-75  pieces  were 
struck.  (Plate)

188.  1851-D,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  in  attractive  greenish  gold.  A 
very  scarce  and  popular  Dahlonega  Mint  gold  dollar;  only  9,882  pieces  were 
minted.  Should  bring  a high  three  figure  bid.  (Plate) 

189.  1852-0,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Bright  lustrous  surfaces  with  attractive 
medium  gold  peripheral  toning.  Faraboveaveragestrikeforthisgenerallysoftly 
struck  date.  The  1852-0  is  more  rare  than  its  low  mintage  of  140,000  would 
suggest  and  it  is  very  undervalued  in  comparison  with  other  Type  I gold  dollars, 
especially  in  this  choice  condition. 

190.  1853-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous.  Only  290,000  minted. 
Very  underrated  in  the  higher  grades. 

191.  1855-C,  Very  Fine  25.  Evenly  worn  and  slightly  stronger  in  strike  than  most 
specimens  of  this  date.  A popular  Charlotte  Mint  Type  II  gold  dollar  with  a low 
mintage  of  only  9,803.  (Plate) 
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192.  1855-0,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Fully  struck  with  partial  proof-like 
surfaces  and  light  greenish  gold  coloring.  A lovely  coin  which  is  only  a 
hairsbreadth  away  from  mint  state. 

This  date  represents  the  last  of  the  New  Orleans  Mint  gold  dollars.  Only  55,000 
pieces  were  issued.  Like  all  mintmarked  Type  II  dollars,  this  date  is  very  scarce. 

193.  1855-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  A second  high  quality  specimen  of  this 
popular  New  Orleans  issue.  Far  above  average  strike  with  brilliant  surfaces  and 
attractive  greenish  gold  color.  Should  be  worth  a bid  in  the  $1,500  to  $2,000 
range.  (Plate) 


RARE  1860-D  GOLD  DOLLAR 


194.  1860-D,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  A beautiful  example  of  this  rare  date  with 
considerable  mint  lustre  and  partially  prooflike  surfaces.  Weakly  struck, 
particularly  at  the  borders  and  the  U of  UNITED,  making  grading  difficult  as 
usual.  However,  the  lustre  and  quality  of  the  surfaces  indicate  that  this  coin  has 
seen  relatively  little  wear. 

The  1860-D  is  one  of  the  three  great  D Mint  rarities  of  the  Type  III  gold  dollar 
series.  Only  1566  were  struck  and  no  more  than  40-50  still  exist,  few  of  them 
finer  than  this  choice  specimen.

The  Extremely  Fine  1860-D  gold  dollar  in  the  Robison  Sale  realized  $5,700  in 
February,  1979  and  so  both  this  coin  and  the  preceding  lot  should  bring  a 
comparable  amount. 

196.  1860-S,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharp  strike  with  bright  lustrous  semi 
proof-like  surfaces.  Afewlighthairlinesand  handling  marks  in  thefields.  Scarce 
date,  only  13,000  minted.  (Plate)

197.  1861-D,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Attractive  even  greenish  gold 
toning  and  excellent  surfaces.  Unusually  well  struck  for  this  date.  In 
fact,  this  is  one  of  the  most  sharply  struck  1861-D  gold  dollars  we  can 
recall  seeing. 

The  1861-D  is  generally  considered  to  be  the  premier  D mint  gold 
dollar  as  well  as  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  series.  The  exact 
number  struck  is  unknown  but  judging  from  the  number  minted  of  the 
1856-D  and  1860-D,  a reasonable  estimate  would  be  between  1,200 
and  1,500  pieces,  only  25-30  of  which  exist  today.  The  similar  Robison 
piece  brought  $9,500  in  February,  1979  and  we  recently  wholesaled  a 
comparable  coin  for  more  than  $10,000  so  we  feel  this  very  attractive 
and  sharply  struck  coin  should  bring  a bid  in  the  $10,000  range.

198.  1862,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Sharply  struck  with  superb  rich  satinlike 
surfaces.  Lovely  pale  rose-gold  toning.  This  beauty  is  sure  to  bring  a substantial 
bid  of  close  to  $2,000  or  possibly  more.  An  ideal  coin  for  a gem  gold  type  set.

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199.  1862,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Extremely  sharply  struck  with  practically  full  proof- 
like surfaces.  Rich  yellow  gold  color  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  Worth  a four 
figure  bid.  (Plate) 

200.  1862,  Choice  Uncirculated  60++.  A third  lustrous  and  sharply  struck  example.  A 
few  very  light  contact  marks  away  from  gem.  Bright  yellow  gold  color. 


VERY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1863  GOLD  DOLLAR 


201.  1863,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Full  original  mint  lustre  and  excellent 
frosty  surfaces  that  show  only  a few  light  handling  marks.  The  coin  is 
very  sharply  struck  and  has  a partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  Except 
for  a gem  we  sold  four  years  ago,  this  is  the  finest  business  strike  1863 
gold  dollar  we  have  ever  handled. 

In  our  experience  the  1863  is  one  of  the  rarest  gold  dollars  in  strictly 
uncirculated  condition.  It  has  appeared  at  auction  in  mint  state  less 
often  than  such  rare  dates  as  the  1865,  1867,  1870-S,  and  even  the 
extremely  rare  1875.  This  attractive  specimen,  the  finest  business 
strike  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  in  a number  of  years,  should 
easily  top  the  $5,000  mark. 


202.  1863,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Attractive  greenish  gold  coloring  and  sharp  strike  with 
light  even  wear  on  just  the  highest  points  of  the  design.  Overall,  a very  attractive 
specimen  of  this  scarce  and  low  mintage  (6,250)  date. 

203.  1864,  Uncirculated  60.  Excellent  strike  with  beautiful  lustrous  surfaces.  Light 
evidences  of  die  clash  marks  on  the  reverse. 

The  1864,  with  a total  mintage  of  only  5,950,  is  one  of  the  scarcest  Philadelphia 
Mint  gold  dollars  in  full  mint  state.  We  estimate  the  value  of  this  coin  at  $1,200  to 
$1,500.  (Plate) 
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SUPERB  MINT  STATE  1865  GOLD  DOLLAR 


204.  1865,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A magnificent  example  of  this 
very  rare  date  with  semi  proof-like  surfaces  and  gorgeous  greenish 
gold  and  copper  colored  toning.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  is  a 
partial  wire  rim  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  of 
exceptional  quality  with  only  a few  totally  insignificant  handling 
marks. 

The  1865  is  one  of  the  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  Type  III  gold  dollars, 
surpassed  only  by  the  1875  and  1863.  A mere  3,725  were  minted  and 
only  a few  still  exist  in  as  choice  condition  as  this  one.  This  gem  is 
from  the  William  McNally  collection  sold  by  NASCA  in  1976.  Prior  to 
that  it  was  in  RARCOA’s  1975  Central  States  Sale.  Only  one  other 
comparable  1865  has  appeared  at  auction  in  the  last  five  years 
(Superior  2177)  and  so  the  gold  dollar  specialist  should  not  let  the 
opportunity  to  acquire  this  lovely  coin  pass.  (Color  Plate) 


MAGNIFICENT  UNCIRCULATED  1867  GOLD  DOLLAR 


205.  1867,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+. Beautiful  greenish  gold  and  rose  colored 
toning.  Very  sharply  struck  with  partially  proof-like  surfaces  that  are  virtually 
free  of  handling  marks.  There  are  the  prominent  clash  marks  on  both  obverse 
and  reverse  that  are  typical  of  1867  business  strikes.  Overall,  the  quality  of  this 
piece  is  exceptional  and  it  ranks  among  the  top  few  1867  gold  dollars  that  we 
have  seen  or  handled.  Its  partially  proof-like  surfaces  and  bold  strike  are  enough 
to  have  caused  it  to  be  sold  as  a “proof”  at  least  once  in  its  history. 

The  1867  is  a rare  date  in  any  grade  and  it  is  very  rare  in  this  superior 
condition.  Only  5,250  were  struck.  We  expect  a bid  in  excess  of  $3,000  for  this 
beautiful  gem. 

206.  1868,  Uncircuiated  60.  Boldly  struck  with  bright  lustrous  surfaces.  Only  10,525 
minted.  In  our  opinion,  undervalued  today  when  compared  to  other  more 
common  Type  III  gold  dollars.  (Plate) 
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RARE  1870-S  GOLD  DOLLAR 


207.  1870-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Well  struck  with  medium  rose-gold  toning  and  a few 
light  hairlines,  somewhat  accentuated  by  the  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  A lovely 
and  desirable  example  of  this  date. 

One  of  the  most  popular  dates  in  the  series  and  one  of  the  most  scarce  as  well 
since  only  3,000  were  struck.  Relatively  few  mint  state  specimens  are  known  to 
exist  today.  This  is  the  Scanlon-R.L.  Miles  coin. 


208.  1871,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Attractive  deep  orange  gold  toning  surrounds 
the  lettering  and  devices  of  the  obverse.  This  coin  is  sharply  struck,  which  is 
unusual  for  this  date  as  most  specimens  come  with  softly  struck  centers.  The 
reverse  exhibits  lovely  satinlike  surfaces. 

The  1871  is  a very  scarce  date.  Only  3,930  were  minted  and  choice  specimens 
such  as  this  are  always  in  considerable  demand. 


Above  average  strike  with  a few  light  contact 
marks  on  the  obverse.  Very  lustrous  with  satin  surfaces  on  the  reverse. 


210.  1874,  Choice  Uncirculated  60++.  Very  pleasing  example  of  this  relatively 
common  date  Type  III  gold  dollar.  Light  copper  toning  over  semi  proof-like 
surfaces.  Extremely  lustrous.  198,820  minted.

211.  1875,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Full  proof-like  surfaces  and  attractive  orange 
gold  toning.  There  is  a small  amount  of  friction  in  thefieldsand  one  lintmark  (as 
made)  at  CA  of  AMERICA.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there  is  a partial  wire  rim 
on  the  obverse.  A very  attractive  and  desirable  specimen. 

Only  420  gold  dollars  were  struck  in  1675  making  this  date  the  lowest  mintage 
coin  in  the  entire  series.  Not  surprisingly,  it  is  also  one  of  the  rarest  and  we 
estimate  that  no  more  than  30-35  pieces  exist  in  all  grades.  This  lovely 
specimen  should  realize  a mid  to  high  four  figure  bid. 


212.  1876,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharp  strike  with  brilliant  proof-like 
surfaces.  Some  light  rubbing  in  the  obverse  fields.  A very  scarce  date  with  a total 
mintage  of  only  3,245.  The  second  rarest  gold  dollar  after  1875. 


213.  1877,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharply  struck  with  bright  lustrous 
surfaces.  Another  scarce  issue;  only  3,920  were  minted.  (Plate) 


214.  1880,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Virtually  full  proof-like  surfaces  with 
patches  of  mint  frost.  Sharply  struck  with  the  reverse  lettering  boldly  recut.  With 
only  1 ,636  pieces  struck,  this  date  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  gold  dollar  after 
1875.  A little  “jewel”  of  this  quality  is  in  great  demand  today  and  should  bring  a 
bid  in  excess  of  $2,000. 

215.  1880,  Uncirculated  60.  Well  struck  with  mellowgold  and  coppertoning.  Another 
attractive  example  of  this  low  mintage  issue.  (Plate)

1881,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65++.  This  coin  is  as  sharply  struck  as  any 
proof.  It  has  immaculate  satinlike  surfaces  and  rich  medium  gold  color.  If  a gold 
dollar  could  ever  be  called  MS-70  (Perfect  Gem  Uncirculated),  this  would  be  a 
strong  candidate  for  that  ultimate  grade. 

A specimen  of  similar  quality  brought  a record  bid  of  $2,400  in  our  Grand 
Central  Sale  in  November  1978,  and  so  this  is  likely  to  bring  an  equal  or  even 
higher  bid.  A coin  worthy  of  the  finest  collection. 


217.  1881,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Like  the  preceding  lot,  this  coin  displays  a 
rich  medium  gold  color  with  shades  of  copper  toning.  It  is  fully  struck  and  has 
splendid  satinlike  surfaces. 

Another  outstanding  gem  gold  dollar  that  belongs  in  the  finest  of  collections. 
The  1881  has  a low  mintage  of  only  7,707  pieces  and  superb  specimens  such  as 
this  are  difficult  to  locate  and  are  extremely  popular. 

218.  1882,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Light  pastel  orange  coloring  and  lovely  deep  proof 
surfaces.  Sharply  struck  and  temptingly  close  to  full  gem  quality  except  for  a few 
insignificant  hairlines.  Rare  and  undervalued  in  our  opinion.  Only  125  proofs 
issued.  (Plate) 

219.  1883,  Proof  60.  Sharply  struck  and  quite  lustrous.  A few  too  many  handling 
marks  to  grade  Choice,  but  still  quite  an  attractive  proof.  Delicate  orange-gold 
toning.  One  of  only  207  proofs  issued.  (Plate) 
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220. 


1883,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65->-.  Lovely  satinlike  surfaces  and  bold  strike. 
Pastel  greenish  gold  color.  An  extremely  attractive  gold  dollar  that  would  satisfy 
the  fussiest  of  collectors.  Only  11,007  minted. 


221 . 1883,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A second  gem  exampleof  this  highly  desirable  type 
coin  with  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  Struck  in  brilliant  yellow  gold.  (Plate) 

222.  1887,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Sharply  struck  with  lightly  toned,  semi  proof- 
like surfaces.  Another  low  mintage  year  in  which  8,543  were  minted. 


U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES 


VERY  RARE  1797  QUARTER  EAGLE 


223.  1797,  Very  Fine  25.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Lightly  polished  at  one 
time,  but  now  beginning  to  tone.  A die  break  characteristic  to  all  known  1797 
quarter  eagles  runs  from  the  Y in  LIBERTY  to  the  13th  star. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  entire  quarter  eagle  series.  A mere  427 
pieces  were  struck  and  it  is  probable  that  no  more  than  20-25  specimens  are 
known  today. 
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RARE  1825  QUARTER  EAGLE 


224.  1825,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Medium  golden  toning  and  traces  of  a proof-like 
surface.  There  are  a few  small  digs  in  the  field  by  Miss  Liberty’s  neck  and  several 
very  light  obverse  scratches.  More  sharply  struck  than  most  known  specimens 
and  much  more  attractive  overall  than  our  detailed  description  makes  it  sound. 

This  date  is  rare  and  seldom  available  since  only  4,434  were  struck.  The 
similar  quality  Robison  coin  realized  $4,800  in  February,  1979. 


VERY  RARE  1826  QUARTER  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known 


225.  1826,  Uncirculated  60.  Exceptionally  well  struck  with  every  hair  on 
Miss  Liberty’s  head  and  all  the  eagle’s  feathers  sharply  defined.  The 
rich  golden  toned  surfaces  are  mostly  proof-like  and  are  relatively 
free  of  handling  marks.  There  are  a number  of  vertical  raised  die 
scratches  on  the  reverse.  This  piece  is  finer  overall  than  the  Fairfield- 
Ullmer  specimen,  the  only  other  choice  1826  quarter  eagle  to  be 
offered  in  many  years.  In  our  opinion,  this  specimen  is  the  finest 
known  and  quite  possibly  traces  its  pedigree  to  the  famous  Parmelee 
Sale  of  1890.  This  coin  could  also  be  one  of  the  two  or  three  “proofs” 
that  has  occasionally  been  reported  to  exist  over  the  years. 

The  1826  is  the  rarest  quarter  eagle  of  this  type.  A mere  760  were 
minted  and  only  a few  are  known  today  in  any  condition.  It  would  not 
be  unrealistic  to  expect  a bid  well  in  excess  of  $25,000  for  this  possibly 
finest  known  specimen.  NOTE:  For  years,  most  auction  cataloguers 
and  pricing  guides  (cf.  the  current  Red  Book)  have  referred  to  this  as 
an  overdate,  ie.  182615.  In  our  opinion  this  is  erroneous.  The  marks 
under  the  6 are  the  result  of  recutting  of  the  6 and  are  not  the  remnants 
of  an  original  5.  (Color  Plate) 
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226.  1839-C,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bright  greenish  yellow  gold  in  color.  Boldly 
struck  with  a slightly  rusted  obverse  die.  An  excellent  example  of  a Charlotte 
Mint  Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagle.  Only  18,140  minted. 


SUPERB  UNCIRCULATED  1839-0  QUARTER  EAGLE  , 


227.  1839-0,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  beautiful 
greenish  gold  color.  Absolutely  fully  struck  in  every  detail.  Except  for  one  tiny 
thin  scratch  behind  Miss  Liberty’s  head,  the  fields  are  superb.  The  reverse  in 
particular  is  essentially  perfect.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  date 
that  we  have  seen  and  is  also  one  of  the  choicest  Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagles  of 
any  date  that  we  have  handled. 

Only  17,781  pieces  were  struck  of  this  issue  and  only  a few  gem 
examples  are  known.  The  1839-0  is  many  times  more  rare  in  mint  state  than  any 
of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  quarter  eagles  from  1834  to  1838  and  we  anticipate  a bid 
close  to  five  figures  for  this  unsurpassed  gem.  (Color  Plate) 


228.  1841-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Rich  orange  gold  toning  and  traces  of  a proof- 
like surface  around  some  of  the  devices.  Very  sharply  struck  for  this  normally 
weak  issue.  This  is  the  finest  1841-D  we  have  handled  and  is,  in  fact,  one  of  just  a 
few  we  have  ever  offered  for  sale.  In  our  opinion,  it  is  one  of  the  two  or  three 
finest  known. 

Only  4,164  were  minted  of  this  grossly  underrated  date.  It  is  very  nearly  as  rare 
as  the  1840-D,  a comparable  quality  specimen  of  which  brought  $6,750  at  last 
December’s  Bareford  Sale. 
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229.  1843-0,  Large  Date,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Lovely  frosty  mint  lustre  and 
attractive  bright  greenish  gold  color.  Sharply  struck,  except  for  the  usual 
weakness  on  the  eagle’s  left  leg. 

Many  times  rarer  than  the  Small  Date  variety  of  this  date  and  mint.  In  the  226 
catalogues  used  in  compiling  Information  for  David  Akers'  Quarter  Eagle  book, 
only  four  mint  state  specimens  appeared  at  auction  in  a span  of  over  50  years. 
The  outstanding  Fairfield  Collection  of  quarter  eagles  contained  only  an  Ail 
specimen.  Certainly  a very  underrated  coin  and  one  which  should  receive  a 
record  bid. 


VERY  RARE  1848  CAL.  QUARTER  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known 


230.  1848,  CAL.  Above  Eagle,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  original  mint 
lustre  and  color.  Exceptionally  well  struck  with  proof-like  surfaces 
that  are  remarkably  free  of  handling  marks.  In  our  opinion,  this  gem 
specimen  is  without  peer  among  known  examples  of  this  famous  and 
classic  rarity.  The  proof-like  surfaces  and  overall  superb  quality  of 
this  piece  have  caused  it  to  be  cal  led  a “proof”  at  times  in  the  past.  (We 
can  understand  the  mistake,  but  in  our  opinion,  no  true  proofs  were 
actually  struck.) 

The  story  behind  this  coin  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  often 
quoted  in  numismatics.  The  letters  CAL.  were  punched  into  the  field 
above  the  eagle  to  designate  that  these  quarter  eagles  were  minted 
from  the  first  gold  sent  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  California.  A 
reported  1,389  were  struck,  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures  of  the 
series.  The  Robison  collection  specimen  was  not  nearly  as  choice  as 
this  incomparable  gem  and  it  realized  $26,000.  This  finest  known 
specimen  should  therefore  realize  well  in  excess  of  $30,000.  (Color 
Plate) 
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231.  1854,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  lustrous  and  well  struck.  Attractive  yellow 
gold  in  color.  Another  common  date  in  uncommon  condition.  596,258  minted.

RARE  1856-D  QUARTER  EAGLE 


232.  1856-D,  Very  Fine  20.  Attractive  copper  colored  toning  and  fewer  handling 
marks  and  abrasions  than  one  would  expect  on  a gold  coin  in  this  well  circulated 
condition.  The  strike  is  a trifle  soft  as  is  always  the  case  with  this  rare  date.  The 
softness  shows  up  on  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s  face  and  on  the  eagle’s  right 
leg  and  left  talons.  The  stars  are  not  as  flat  as  usual  and  do  show  moderate 
detail. 

The  1856-D  is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  in  the  $2V2  series.  Only  874  were 
minted  and  just  25-30  are  known  to  exist.  Worth  a bid  in  the  $3,000  to  $4,000 
range. 


233.  1859,  Type  I Reverse,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A very  rare  and  desirable 
specimen.  Beautiful  full  frosty  mint  lustre.  Sharply  struck  in  bright  yellow  gold. 
A slight  wire  rim  is  present  on  the  obverse.  Light  striation  lines  are  visible  in  the 
obverse  and  reverse  fields  which  are  typical  of  this  issue. 

This  is  the  lowest  mintage  Philadelphia  Mint  quarter  eagle  of  the  1850’s  with  a 
total  mintage  of  only  39,444.  This  gem  has  the  Type  I reverse.  An  excellent  coin 
for  the  quarter  eagle  specialist. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1861  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


234.  1861,  Choice  Proof  60++.  Beautiful  golden  toning  and  frosted  head  and  devices. 
Despite  one  faint  hairline  in  the  field  behind  Miss  Liberty’s  head  and  one  scratch 
hidden  in  the  reverse  field  near  the  denticles,  the  mirror  surfaces  are  of 
unusually  high  quality  for  a proof  gold  coin  of  this  period. 

This  is  one  of  the  great  “sleepers”  among  U.S.  proof  gold  coins  after  1860 
(something  it  has  in  common  with  the  other  gold  denominations  of  this  year). 
Although  a reported  90  proofs  were  struck,  it  is  probable  that  many  were  melted 
since  this  date  in  proof  is  more  rare  than  the  1862,  1863,  1864  or  1865,  to  name 
just  a few,  which  have  much  lower  mintages.  This  is  the  only  proof  1861  quarter 
eagle  that  has  been  offered  at  auction  in  the  last  17  years.  It  is  the  Ullmer 
specimen  that  later  reappeared  In  the  1975  Scott  Sale  where  it  realized  $5,500. 
(Color  Plate) 

235.  1861,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  some  light  planchet 
striation  lines  in  the  obverse  and  reverse  fields. 

This  gem  is  equal  to  the  specimen  in  the  Fairfield  Collection  which  sold  for 
$1,350  almost  two  years  ago!  A similar  or  possibly  even  higher  bid  will  probably 
be  needed  today.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1867  QUARTER  EAGLE 


236.  1867,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lovely  rose  colored  toning  and  partially  proof-like 
surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  with  a wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  There  are  a few  light 
handling  marks  in  the  fields,  but  the  coin  is  still  of  gem  quality  and  is  surpassed 
to  our  knowledge  only  by  the  nearly  flawless  specimen  in  our  1973  NASC  sale. 

The  1867  Is  a rare  date  in  all  grades  and  is  actually  encountered  more  often  In 
proof  than  In  strictly  uncirculated  condition.  Only  3,250  pieces  were  struck  and 
this  beauty  should  bring  many  multiples  of  Its  modest  $1,100  catalogue  value. 
(Color  Plate) 

237.  1868-S,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Very  lustrous  and  well  struck.  Very 
scarce  in  this  high  grade.  Only  34,000  minted. 

238.  1870,  Uncirculated  60.  Extremely  lustrous  and  sharply  struck  with  a semi  proof- 
like obverse  and  frosted  reverse.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades  and  extremely  so  in 
mint  state.  Only  4,555  minted.  Fewer  uncs  than  proofs  appeared  in  Akers’ 
auction  analysis  covering  over  50  years  and  226  sales.  A very  rare  coin  and  one 
which  should  produce  active  bidding.  (Plate) 
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RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1871-S  QUARTER  EAGLE 


239. 


1871-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  satinlike 
surfaces  and  beautiful  greenish  gold  and  pale  rose  toning. 

A scarce  date  in  any  grade  (like  all  early  S mint  quarter  eagles  prior  to  1877), 
and  very  rare  in  full  mint  state.  The  similar  specimen  in  the  Fairfield  Collection 
sold  for  $2,100  in  1977,  and  we  recently  saw  a superb  gem  that  traded  hands  for 
$5,000  at  the  CSNS  Convention.  Therefore  a bid  of  $3,000  or  so  is  likely  for  this 
gem. 


240.  1872,  Proof  55.  A very  rare  proof  issue  of  a very  rare  date.  Boldly  struck  and  quite 
lustrous.  A few  handling  marks  and  light  friction  in  the  fields.  Excellent  color. 
Only  30  proofs  issued.  (Plate) 


241 . 1874,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharply  struck  with  lustrous  greenish  gold 
surfaces  and  some  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  A date  which  is  very  scarce 
in  all  grades  and  seldom  seen  above  Extremely  Fine.  Only  3,940  minted.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1875  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


242.  1875,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  orange  gold  toning  and  full  mirror 
surfaces.  Partial  wire  rim  and  the  typical  raised  die  scratches  in  the 
obverse  field.  The  surfaces  are  of  excellent  quality  except  for  one  very 
fine  scratch  across  the  eagle’s  beak.  There  is  also  a tiny  flake  from  the 
planchet  (present  at  the  time  of  striking)  by  the  U of  UNITED.  One  of 
the  finest  specimens  extant,  fully  equal  to  the  Garrett  and  Fairfield 
examples. 

This  date  had  the  ultra  low  mintage  of  just  420  total  pieces,  a figure 
which  included  only  20  proofs.  Of  the  20  originally  minted,  it  is  our 
estimate  that  no  more  than  10-12  remain,  several  of  which  are 
impaired.  With  auction  records  in  excess  of  $20,000  for  similar 
specimens,  we  anticipate  a bid  in  that  range  for  this  attractive  coin.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  1878  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


243.  1878,  Choice  Proof  60++.  Brilliant  medium  yellow  color  and  full  mirror  surfaces 
that  show  only  a few  very  faint  hairlines.  This  coin  is  tantalizingly  close  to  the 
gem  level  and  is  one  of  the  finest  of  the  very  few  proofs  that  have  appeared  on  the 
market  in  recent  years. 

Although  business  strikes  are  common,  proof  quarter  eagles  of  1878  are  as 
rare  as  any  struck  after  1861,  including  the  1875.  Only  four  other  proofs  have 
appeared  at  auction  since  1962,  the  most  recent  being  the  Kaufman  coin  that 
realized  $3750.  This  superior  specimen  should  bring  a bid  in  the  $5,000-$6,000 
range.  (Color  Plate) 

244.  1879,  Proof  55.  A very  rare  and  seldom  available  proof  issue  of  which  only  30 
were  minted.  This  specimen  is  sharply  struck  and  very  brilliant  but  has  been 
brushed  at  one  time.  Still,  very  desirable  and  worth  a good  bid.  (Plate) 

245.  1879,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Sharply  struck  with  lovely  satinlike  surfaces. 
Beautiful  rose-gold  toning.  Only  a few  light  bagmarks  on  the  reverse  keep  this 
coin  out  of  the  gem  classification.  Total  mintage  of  88,900  pieces. 

246.  1880,  Uncirculated  60.  Fully  struck  in  bright  yellow  gold.  Attractive  semi  proof- 
like surfaces.  A very  scarce  date  of  which  only  2,996  were  minted.  (Plate) 

247.  1881,  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  attractive  specimen,  fully  struck  with  even  wear  and 
deep  rose  gold  color.  One  of  the  most  popular  and  rarest  date  Liberty  Head 
Quarter  Eagles.  Only  691  pieces  were  minted.  Thisspecimen  should  bring  close 
to  its  current  catalogue  value  of  $1,200.  (Plate) 

248.  1882,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck  with  light  even  wear  on  the  high  points. 
Semi  proof-like  fields.  Another  scarce  date  of  which  only  4,067  were  minted.  An 
AU  specimen  in  our  1973  NASO  Sale  sold  for  $310  over  six  years  ago!  This  piece 
should  realize  over  $600  today. 

249.  1886,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Medium  gold  and  copper  toning.  An  attractive 
high  grade  example  of  this  very  scarce  date.  Only  4,088  minted.  (Plate) 


RARE  1887  PROOF  QUARTER  EAGLE 


250.  1887,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Sharply  struck  with  deep  mirror  orange  peel  surfaces 
and  frosted  devices.  Only  a few  light  contact  marks  keep  it  out  of  the  gem 
classification.  Lovely  brilliant  yellow  gold  color. 

Only  122  proofs  struck;  of  this  total,  probably  less  than  half  remain  in 
existence  today  with  very  few  in  Choice  or  better  condition.  Should  be  worth  a 
bid  approaching  $3,000  on  today’s  quality  oriented  market. 
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251.  1889,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Very  lustrous  with  only  the  slightest 
evidence  of  circulation  on  the  high  points  of  the  design.  A low  mintage  year  in 
which  only  17,648  were  minted. 

252.  1891,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  full  feather  detail  present  on  the 
eagle’s  left  leg.  Full  mint  bloom  with  beautiful  rose  tinted  gold  surfaces.  Scarce 
in  all  grades.  Only  10,940  were  minted. 


253.  1893,  Gem  Proof  65.  Medium  orange  gold  toning  and  cloudy  but  unimpaired 
surfaces.  High  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A very  attractive  specimen. 

A scarce  and  desirable  proof  quarter  eagle.  Only  106  proofs  were  struck  and 
only  an  estimated  50%-60%  have  survived  to  the  present  day.  The  slightly  more 
common  1894  of  similar  quality  in  our  Hamilton  Sale  realized  $3,000. 


254.  1896,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A beautiful  proof  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold.  The 
surfaces  are  virtually  flawless  and  exhibit  an  “orange  peel”  texture.  The  strike  is 
as  sharp  as  possible  and  there  is  a high  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse. 
The  quality  of  this  gem  leaves  little  to  be  desired. 

Only  132  proofs  were  struck  in  1896  making  this  coin  comparable  in  rarity  to 
the  1894  that  brought  $3,000  in  our  recent  Hamilton  Sale. 


GEM  PROOF  1900  QUARTER  EAGLE 


255.  1900,  Gem  Proof  65.  An  extremely  lovely  proof.  Struck  in  brightyellowgold  with 
deep  mirror  surfaces  and  frosted  devices.  There  is  a small  unfinished  area  in  the 
planchet  at  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  right  wing  just  below  the  word  OF.  This  is  notan 
impairment  but  occurred  when  the  coin  was  struck. 

One  of  only  205  proofs  minted  in  1900.  This  gem  specimen  should  be  worth  a 
bid  close  to  $3,000. 
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SUPERB  PROOF  1908  QUARTER  EAGLE 


256.  1908,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65++.  An  utterly  magnificent  coin,  as  flawless  as  the 
day  it  was  struck.  Totally  free  of  hairlines,  highlights  or  flaws  of  any  kind. 

The  first  year  of  this  Indian  Head  type.  Only  236  pieces  were  struck  and  few 
could  have  survived  the  intervening  71  years  as  remarkably  well  preserved  as 
this  superb  piece.  Should  bring  close  to  $4,000.  (Color  Plate) 

257.  1914,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A frosty  little  gem  with  full  blazing  mint 
lustre.  Sharply  struck  with  only  the  slightest  bit  of  weakness  on  the  tip  of  the 
eagle’s  wing.  Lovely  medium  gold  color.  Virtually  free  of  the  abrasions  and 
marks  which  normally  are  found  on  Indian  Head  Quarter  Eagles. 

Only  240,117  were  minted  and  this  date  is  definitely  rare  in  gem  condition.  In 
fact,  in  our  opinion,  this  is  the  rarest  date  in  the  series  in  gem  condition,  more  so 
than  the  higher  priced  1911-D.  This  superb  piece  may  realize  a four  figure  bid.

U.S.  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


258.  1854,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Very  bright  and  lustrous  yellow  gold  surfaces. 
Sharply  struck  with  a minimum  of  abrasions  and  contact  marks. 

This  date  is  not  only  the  first  year  of  issue  but  is  also  a distinctly  different  type 
from  subsequent  years  since  the  word  DOLLARS  on  the  reverse  is  in  much 
smaller  letters.  Very  scarce  In  mint  state  and  always  in  demand  as  a type  coin. 
Only  138,618  minted. 

259.  1854,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  in  pale  rose  color  gold.  Lovely  satinlike 
surfaces  with  a few  light  abrasions  and  handling  marks  typical  of  a Mint  State  60 
coin.  An  excellent  example  of  this  first  year  of  type.  (Plate)

260.  1855,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  yellow  gold  toning.  Mostly  frosty,  but  with 
areas  of  proof-like  surface.  A few  light  handling  marks  and  faint  hairlines  on  the 
obverse  but  the  reverse  is  superb.  The  coin  is  particularly  lustrous  for  an  1 855. 
One  of  the  finest  we  have  handled. 

Although  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most  common  dates  in  the  series  (and  it 
is  in  circulated  grades),  the  1855  is  actually  quite  rare  in  full  mint  state,  many 
times  more  so  than  the  1854,  1874,  or  1878.  It  is  also  more  rare  in  this  gem  condition 
than  many  of  the  low  mintage  dates  of  the  1880’s.  The  comparable  1855  in  our 
1978  Grand  Central  Sale  brought  $4,600  and  the  lower  quality  Bareford 
specimen  realized  $3,500.

261 .  1855-S,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Sharply  struck  with  traces  of  proof-like  surface  in 
the  letters.  Light  golden  toning.  Very  scarce. 


262.  1856-S,  Medium  S,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Light  even  wear  with  traces  of  original 
mint  lustre  remaining.  Attractive  overall  appearance.  Total  mintage  of  34,500 
pieces. 

263.  1856-S,  Small  S,  Choice  Very  Fine  30,  boldly  struck  and  lustrous  with  some  light 
to  medium  abrasions  and  scrapes  on  the  reverse;  1857,  Choice  Very  Fine  35, 
attractive  medium  gold  color  with  light  even  wear.  Two  pieces. 

264.  1858,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Deep  greenish  gold  in  color.  Sharply  struck. 
Evidence  of  original  proof-like  surfaces  still  present  around  the  devices  and  in 
the  lettering  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  An  attractive  circulated  example  of 
this  rare  date.  Cniy  2,133  minted. 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1859  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


265.  1859,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  Deep  rich  golden  toning  and  lovely  two 
tone  appearance  with  frosted  head  and  essentially  flawless  mirror 
surfaces.  Bold  strike  and  sharp  wire  rim.  As  choice  as  any  late  date 
proof  $3  we  have  seen  and  truly  amazing  for  such  an  early  date.  The 
color  is  absolutely  extraordinary  and  we  do  not  hesitate  in  calling  this 
specimen  the  finest  known. 

The  proof  mintage  for  1859  is  unknown  but  we  would  estimate  it  to 
have  been  20-25  pieces  at  most,  of  which  only  10-12  still  survive.  This 
superb  specimen  should  realize  between  $15,000  and  $20,000.  (Color 
Plate) 


266.  1859,  Uncirculated  60.  Well  struck  and  fully  lustrous.  Slight  evidence  of  clashed 
dies  present  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Although  this  date  is  often 
considered  to  be  a “common”  date,  it  is  far  more  difficult  to  obtain  in  full  mint 
state  than  such  dates  as  1854,  1874  and  1878.  Only  15,638  were  minted.  (Plate) 


267.  1860,  Uncirculated  60.  Boldly  struck  in  lovely  pale  rose  color  gold.  Very  lustrous 
with  a minimum  of  handling  marks  in  the  fields. 

A scarce  date  in  all  grades  and  especially  so  in  mint  state.  One  of  only  7,155 
struck. 
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SUPERB  1862  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


268.  1862,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+,  Deeply  frosted  relief  and  superb  quality 
mirror  surfaces  that  display  the  beautiful  “orange  peel”  texture 
common  to  so  many  19th  century  U.S.  gold  coins.  The  strike  is 
incredibly  bold  and  there  is  a razor  sharp  edge  on  both  the  obverse 
and  the  reverse.  This  is  one  of  the  highest  quality,  most  visually 
impressive  early  proof  three  dollar  gold  pieces  we  have  ever  handled. 

Only  35  proof  $3  coins  were  struck  in  1862  and  we  estimate  that  at 
most  10  to  12  still  exist  today;  fewer  still  are  equal  in  quality  to  this 
fantastic  gem.  We  note  another  1862  proof  currently  offered  by  a 
Midwest  dealer  for  $25,000  so  this  piece  could  realize  a price  in 
excess  of  $20,000.  (Color  Plate) 


269.  1864,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with  brilliant  greenish 
gold  surfaces.  Only  the  slightest  evidence  of  circulation  present.  An  extremely 
attractive  coin  which  many  would  call  unc.  The  1864  is  one  of  the  scarcest  dates 
in  the  series  with  just  2,680  minted.  (Plate) 


270.  1865,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  with  traces  of  copper  toning  in  the 
obverse  lettering.  Brilliant  semi  proof-like  surfaces  with  lightfriction  on  the  high 
points  of  the  design. 

With  only  1,165  minted,  the  1865  is  the  rarest  date  of  the  1860’s  and  one  of  the 
rarest  in  the  series.  Extremely  difficult  to  find  in  grades  above  Very  Fine. 
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VERY  RARE  1866  UNCIRCULATED  $3  GOLD 


271 . 1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Extremely  sharply  struck.  Bright  yellow  gold  color 
and  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  There  are  a few  very  light  handling  marks  in  the 
fields  but  they  do  not  remove  this  lovely  coin  from  the  gem  class.  It  is  one  of  the 
finest  specimens  known  of  this  rare  date. 

Only  4,030  three  dollar  gold  pieces  were  minted  in  1866  and  so  it  is  not 
surprising  that  it  is  rare  in  all  grades.  Mint  state  specimens  are  very  rare  and  no 
example  definitely  superior  to  this  piece  has  appeared  on  the  market  in  a 
number  of  years. 

272.  1 867,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Heavily  polished  at  one  time,  but  still  desirable  because 
of  its  rarity.  Only  2,650  were  minted. 


VERY  RARE  1868  GEM  MINT  STATE  $3  GOLD 


273.  1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  specimen  with  lovely  rose,  green,  and 
gold  toning  and  partially  prooflike  surfaces.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  there 
are  only  a few  very  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  This  coin  is  at  least  equal  in 
quality  to  any  business  strike  we  have  seen  and  is  considerably  more  choice 
than  any  of  the  few  other  mint  state  1868’s  that  have  been  sold  at  public  auction 
in  the  past  decade. 

The  1868  is  rare  in  all  grades  and  extremely  rare  in  gem  condition.  Only  4,875 
pieces  were  struck  and  no  more  than  a handful  remain  today  that  could 
reasonably  be  called  choice  or  gem.  We  anticipate  a bid  in  excess  of  $5,000  for 
this  gorgeous  coin. 

274.  1869,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  some  light  obverse 
abrasions  that  are  somewhat  accentuated  by  the  proof-like  surfaces.  Lovely 
rose  gold  color.  Another  one  of  the  many  rare  and  underrated  dates  in  the  $3 
gold  series  with  a total  mintage  of  only  2,525. 

275.  1871,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Extremely  lustrous  and  well  struck  with  only  the 
slightest  traces  of  circulation.  Attractive  green  gold  toning  about  the  periphery. 
Semi  proof-like  on  the  obverse  and  frosty  on  the  reverse.  Considerable  mint 
lustre  remaining.  Another  very  rare  date  in  the  $3  gold  series  with  a low  mintage 
of  only  1,330  pieces.  (Plate)

276.  1872,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Beautiful  orange  gold  toning  and  fully 
proof-like  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck.  The  quality  of  the  fields  is  outstanding 
with  only  a few  totally  insignificant  handling  marks.  The  reverse  has  the  network 
of  raised  die  scratches  that  is  seen  on  most,  if  not  all,  high  grade  1872  three 
dollar  gold  pieces.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  known  and  is  surely  the 
finest  to  be  offered  at  auction  since  the  matchless  Davies  specimen  in  1975. 

The  mintage  for  1872  was  very  low,  only  2,030  total  pieces.  As  a result,  the  date 
is  rare  in  any  grade  and  very  rare  in  gem  condition.  Like  the  1868,  we  expect  the 
winning  bid  to  top  $5,000  on  this  beautiful  gem.  (Color  Plate) 

277.  1874,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Full  strike  with  semi  proof-like  fields.  Very 
lustrous  fora  circulated  coin.  Light  even  wear.  One  of  the  more  common  dates  in 
the  series.  An  excellent  coin  for  a gold  type  collection. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1877  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


278.  1877,  Gem  Proof  65.  Lovely  medium  golden  toning.  Frosted  head  and 
devices  and  fields  that  show  only  a few  faint  and  scattered  hairlines. 
There  is  a slight  porosity  in  the  fields  but  this  is  present  on  almost  all 
known  proof  $3  gold  pieces  and  does  not  constitute  an  impairment. 
The  overall  quality  of  this  piece  is  very  high  and  it  surely  ranks  with 
the  top  few  known  $3  proofs  of  1877. 

Twenty  proofs  of  this  date  were  struck,  a mintage  that  is  as  low  as 
for  any  U.S.  proof  gold  coin  of  any  date  or  denomination  minted  after 
1859.  The  rarity  of  the  1877  $3  in  proof  is  just  as  great  as  the  mintage 
would  indicate  and  we  estimate  that  only  10-12  exist  today,  several  of 
which  are  impaired  (cf.  the  1974  ANA  coin).  In  the  past,  a number  of 
proof-like  first  strikes  have  erroneously  been  offered  as  proofs  leading 
many  people  to  believe  that  this  date  is  not  as  rare  in  proof  as  it  really 
is.  ( NOTE:  True  proofs  can  be  easily  distinguished  by  the  position  of 
the  date;  it  is  very  low  in  the  field  with  the  first  7 barely  above  the  bow. 
On  business  strikes,  the  date  is  much  higher  and  is  nearly  centered 
between  the  bow  and  DOLLARS.)  This  specimen,  the  finest  1877 
proof  $3  gold  piece  on  the  market  in  perhaps  15  years,  should  realize 
close  to  $20,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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279.  1878,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  full  mint  bloom  and  rich 
satinlike  surfaces.  This  coin  displays  a lovely  medium  rose  gold  color. 

This  is  the  most  common  date  in  the  $3  gold  series  but,  in  mint  state,  all  $3  gold 
pieces  are  scarce  and  very  desirable.  Should  bring  a bid  in  the  $2,500  to  $3,000 
range. 

280.  1878,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  A second  beautiful  mint  state  example  of  this 
popular  date.  Very  lustrous  and  sharply  struck.  Light  gold  color.  Another  very 
attractive  coin  fora  choice  mint  state  gold  typeset.  Bidding  should  approach  the 
$2,000  level.  (Plate) 

281 . 1879,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Sharply  struck  with  a few  light  abrasions 
on  the  brilliant  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  Only  slight  traces  of  handling  are 
present.  Very  nearfull  mint  state.  Another  attractive  $3  gold  piece  ofwhichonly 
3,030  pieces  were  minted.  Should  easily  bring  a bid  in  the$1 ,000  to  $1 ,500  range. 

282.  1879,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Bright  lustrous  surfaces  and  sharp  strike.  One  very 
light  scratch  below  Liberty’s  neck.  A second  attractive  specimen  of  this  scarce 
date. 


SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1881  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


283.  1881,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A magnificent,  virtually  flawless  proof 
with  light  cloudy  golden  toning.  The  strike  is  the  sharpest  imaginable 
and  there  is  a razor  sharp  wire  rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  For 
purposes  of  future  identification,  there  is  a copper  stain  on  the 
reverse  wreath  above  the  right  ribbon  and  one  on  the  obverse  rim 
above  CA.  This  specimen  is  equal  in  overall  quality  to  any  other  1881 
$3  proof  known  to  us. 

Except  for  the  proof  only  1875  and  1876,  and  the  mysterious  1873, 
the  1881  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  date  in  the  low  mintage  $3 
series.  Only  554  total  pieces  were  minted  including  just  54  proofs.  Of 
the  original  proofs,  we  doubt  if  as  many  as  20-25  still  exist  today.  This 
extraordinary  gem  should  set  a new  record  for  a proof  of  this  date, 
possibly  reaching  the  $10,000  mark.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  1882  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


284.  1882,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Boldly  struck  with  lovely  medium  gold  “orange  peel” 
surfaces.  A few  tiny  obverse  nicks  in  the  high  wire  rim  do  not  detract  in  any  way 
from  the  overall  beauty  of  this  rare  proof.  The  reverse  is  virtually  perfect. 

Only  76  proofs  were  struck  in  1882.  This  date  carries  a current  catalogue  value 
of  $6,000. 

285.  1882,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  with  medium  orange  gold  toning.  Another 
scarce  date  of  which  only  1,576  were  struck.  Worth  $700-$800. 


VERY  RARE  1885  PROOF  $3  GOLD 


286.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  orange  gold  toning  and  full  “orange  peel”  surfaces. 
One  or  two  faint  hairlines  but  the  coin  is  definitely  of  gem  quality.  Very  sharply 
struck  with  a high  wire  rim. 

This  is  one  of  only  110  proofs  struck  in  1885  and  specimens  of  this  high  quality 
are  very  rare  and  desirable.  The  similar  Bareford  specimen  brought  $8,000  in 
December  1978  and  so  this  gem  should  do  as  well  or  better. 

287.  1885,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  with  lovely  deep  gold  and  orange 
toning  and  proof-like  surfaces.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time.  A very  rare  date  of 
which  only  910  were  minted.  A bid  close  to  the  $2,000  mark  is  expected.  (Plate) 


288.  1886,  Uncirculated  60.  Beautiful  full  proof-like  surfaces  and  sharp  strike. 
Attractive  peripheral  toning.  A few  light  and  scattered  hairlines  and  contact 
marks  in  the  fields  but  very  close  to  being  called  “choice”.  A very  lovely  and 
desirable  specimen. 

Mint  state  examples  of  this  date  are  very  rare  and  seldom  offered.  Only  1,000 
business  strikes  were  minted.  Bidding  should  exceed  the  $3,000  mark.  Ex 
Kagin's  GENA  Sale,  September  1978,  Lot  1912. 
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289.  1886,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Well  struck  with  lovely  proof-like  surfaces. 
Lustrous  and  attractive.  Very  scarce.  (Plate) 

290.  1886,  Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  A third  fully  struck,  lustrous  proof-like 
example  of  this  rare  date.  Lightly  polished  to  give  the  appearance  of  a mint  state 
or  proof  issue. 

291.  1886,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  The  fourth  and  final  specimen  of  this  rare  date  we 
offer  in  this  sale.  As  was  the  case  with  the  three  preceding  lots,  this  specimen  is 
sharply  struck  with  full  proof-like  surfaces  and  deep  orange  gold  color. 


BEAUTIFUL  GEM  PROOF  1887  $3  GOLD 


292.  1887,  Gem  Proof  65.  A beautiful  gem  proof  with  lightly  toned  surfaces  and  very 
sharp  strfke.  Attractive  light  yellow  gold  color  and  splendid  “orange  peel”  proof 
surfaces  with  only  a few  very  faint  hairlines.  Characteristic  “halo”  effect  around 
the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  resulting  from  the  planchet  porosity  that  is  typical  of 
proof  $3  gold  pieces. 

Only  160  proofs  were  minted  and  relatively  few  truly  choice  specimens  remain 
available  to  collectors.  This  gem  appeared  as  Lot  607  of  our  1978  Grand  Central 
Sale  where  it  realized  $5,200. 


RARE  GEM  PROOF  1888  $3  GOLD 


293.  1888,  Gem  Proof  65.  A stunning  proof  struck  in  brilliant  yellow  gold.  The 
surfaces  are  of  excellent  quality  and  have  a characteristic  “orange  peel”  texture. 
Sharply  struck  with  square  edge  and  partial  wire  rim.  The  “halo”  effect 
mentioned  in  the  description  of  the  previous  lot  is  also  present  on  the  obverse  of 
this  coin. 

Only  291  proofs  were  issued.  Although  this  is  the  highest  proof  mintage  for 
any  $3  gold  piece,  gems  such  as  this  are  very  rare,  and  we  expect  it  to  exceed  its 
current  catalogue  value  of  $5,000. 

294.  1888,  Uncirculated  60.  Fully  struck  with  frosty  mint  lustre  and  medium  rose  gold 
color.  Only  5,291  minted.  An  excellent  coin  for  the  type  collector.  (Plate)

295.  1804,  Small  8,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  with  light  greenish  gold 
and  copper  toning.  A small  die  break  is  present  at  nine  o’clock  on  the  reverse 
rim.  The  coin  exhibits  light  even  wear  and  is  a very  attractive  early  gold  type 
coin. 

VJe  estimate  the  current  value  of  this  piece  to  be  between  $2,000  and  $2,500. 


RARE  1806  POINTED  6 HALF  EAGLE 


296.  1806,  Pointed  6,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful,  rich  greenish  gold 
color  and  full  frosty  mint  luster.  A bit  weakly  struck  on  the  eagle’s 
head  but  much  more  sharply  struck  elsewhere  than  most  known 
specimens.  The  fields  are  excellent  and  overall,  this  is  one  of  the 
finest  examples  of  this  rare  and  underrated  variety  that  we  have  seen. 

This  Pointed  6 variety  is  the  rarest  half  eagle  of  this  type  from 
1800-1807.  It  is  many  times  more  rare  than  the  relatively  common 
Round  Top  6 variety,  especially  in  gem  condition.  \7Je  note  a Choice 
Unc-60^  specimen  advertised  at  $7,600  and  so  this  superior  example 
should  realize  a high  four  figure  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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CHOICE  1807  HALF  EAGLE 


297.  1807,  Capped  Bust  Left,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Lovely  greenish  gold  toning 
and  full  frosty  mint  lustre.  There  are  a few  insignificant  handling  marks  in 
the  fields.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  all  the  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  and  all 
the  eagle’s  feathers  are  well  defined. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  the  John  Reich  design  and  so  it  is  very  popular  with  type 
collectors.  A reported  51,605  pieces  were  struck  and  choice  mint  state 
specimens  such  as  this  are  very  scarce.  The  Bareford  specimen,  similar  in 
overall  quality  to  this  coin,  realized  $7,750  last  December. 


RARE  1810  SMALL  DATE  HALF  EAGLE 


298.  1810,  Small  Date,  Tall  5,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  light  yellow  gold 
toning.  Well  centered  with  nearly  full  denticles  present  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  A very  pleasing  Capped  Draped  Bust  type  half  eagle. 

The  1810  Small  Date,  Tall  5 is  a very  underrated  variety  and  is  far  more  rare 
than  the  Large  Date,  Large  5 variety.  We  estimate  bidding  at  the  $4,000  level  or 
possibly  higher. 
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GEM  1810  LARGE  DATE  HALF  EAGLE 


299.  1810,  Large  Date,  Large  5,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Superb  original  color,  a 
beautiful  deep  yellow  gold.  Undipped  and  uncleaned.  One  of  the  prettiest  early 
fives  of  this  type  that  we  have  seen.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  coin  is 
virtually  as  struck.  There  are  a few  light  mint  made  adjustment  marks  across  the 
face  but  these  do  not  materially  detract  from  either  the  superb  appearance  of 
this  coin  or  from  its  value. 

This  is  the  most  common  date  and  variety  of  this  short-lived  type  but  gems  of 
this  caliber  are  seldom  available  and  are  In  great  demand  from  type  collectors. 
We  feel  that  this  beautiful  specimen  should  bring  $5,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1810  LARGE  DATE  HALF  EAGLE 


300.  1810,  Large  Date,  Large  5,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Beautiful  greenish  gold  and 
copper  colored  toning  and  partially  proof-like  surfaces.  As  well  struck  as  the 
previous  lot  but  showing  a few  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  A far  above 
average  example  of  this  popular  type. 

The  1810  half  eagle  had  a reported  mintage  of  100,287  pieces  and  most  of 
them  were  undoubtedly  this  Large  Date,  Large  5 variety.  (The  two  Small  5 
varieties  are  great  rarities  with  only  3-4  of  each  known  and  the  1810  Small  Date, 
Tall  5 is  very  underrated.)  Collectors  should  not  assume  however,  that  this  Large 
Date,  Large  5 variety  is  “common”  in  the  absolute  sense  because  it  definitely  is 
not,  particularly  in  this  choice  condition.  We  expect  a bid  in  the  $4,000  range  for 
this  lovely  coin. 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1813  HALF  EAGLE 


301.  1813,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  and  beautiful  medium  yellow 
gold  color.  There  are  a few  very  minor  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  overall  the 
coin  is  a gem.  It  is  well  struck  and  nicely  centered,  and  is  one  of  the  finer  1813 
half  eagles  to  appear  on  the  market  in  the  last  several  years. 

The  1813  is  the  first  and  most  often  available  date  of  this  type.  However,  gem 
quality  specimens  such  as  this  are  rare  and  in  great  demand  from  type 
collectors.  This  lovely  coin  should  realize  in  excess  of  $7,500.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  1823  HALF  EAGLE 


302.  1823,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Light  yellow  gold  color  and  partially  proof-like 
surfaces.  Naturally,  the  fields  show  some  handling  marks  and  friction  but  the 
coin  is  still  very  attractive  and  desirable. 

The  1823  is  one  of  the  many  rare  dates  of  this  type.  It  is  more  rare  as  a date  than 
the  1813,  181413,  1818  or  1820.  Gems  have  brought  in  excess  of  $20,000  and 
coins  of  this  quality  have  realized  in  the  mid  to  high  four  figure  range. 

303.  1843-0,  Small  Letters,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  and  strictly  uncirculated 
but  with  a dull  mattelike  surface  from  having  been  immersed  in  salt  water.  There 
are  a few  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  one  small  dig  in  the  bust  above 
the  1 in  the  date.  This  is  the  Niewoehner  specimen  that  later  appeared  as  Lot 
1086  in  Paramount’s  J.C.  BurnheimerSale  in  May,  1976.  Only  19,075  were  struck 
and  very  few  remain  in  mint  state  today. 
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304.  1844-0,  Uncirculated  60.  Boldly  struck  except  for  some  softness  in  Liberty’s 
haircurls  around  her  face.  A choice  and  frosty  example  of  this  scarce  date  with 
attractive  greenish  gold  toning. 

This  lovely  specimen  is  Lot  624  from  our  1977  NASC  Sale.  The  current  MS-60 
catalogue  value  is  $950  and  auction  records  for  choice  specimens  go  as  high  as 
$3,300.  An  excellent  opportunity  for  the  half  eagle  or  New  Orleans  gold 
specialist.  Only  364,600  minted. 

305.  1847-0,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  with  yellow  gold  toning  and  traces  of  a 
proof-like  surface.  Even  wear  and  only  a few  light  handling  marks  in  the 
fields.  A very  attractive  example  of  this  very  scarce  and  underrated  date.  Only 
12,000  were  minted  and  specimens  better  than  Very  Fine  are  rarely  offered.

306.  1851 , Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  This  coin  exhibits  only  the  slightest  traces 
of  wear  on  the  high  points  and  most  of  the  original  mint  lustre  remains.  No  Motto 
Half  Eagles  are  very  difficult  to  obtain  in  grades  above  Extremely  Fine.  Only 
377,505  minted. 


307.  1851-0,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  This  lovely  New  Orleans  Mint  half  eagle 
exhibits  the  characteristic  softness  in  strike,  but  retains  a considerable  amount 
of  its  original  mint  lustre.  Struck  in  delicate  greenish  tinted  gold  with  very  few 
marks  or  abrasions. 

A very  scarce  date  in  any  grade  and  particularly  rare  and  underrated  in  this 
excellent  state  of  preservation.  Only  41,000  were  minted.  This  is  one  of  the 
highest  grade  examples  of  this  date  ever  offered  at  auction. 

308.  1853-C,  Uncirculated  60.  Very  boldly  struck  with  afew  light  contact  marks  in  the 
fields.  This  coin  exhibits  rather  dull  matte  surfaces,  the  result  of  having  spent  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  in  salt  water.  Nevertheless  an  extremely  rare  coin 
in  mint  state  and  one  of  the  very  few  to  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years. 
Worthy  of  a bid  near  its  1979  catalogue  value  of  $1 ,500.  (An  original  uncirculated 
specimen  realized  a bid  of  $7,500  in  Stack’s  Bareford  Sale  in  1978.)  (Plate) 
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RARE  AND  CHOICE  1854-D  HALF  EAGLE 


309.  1854-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  A lovely  specimen  of  this  scarce  Dahlonega 
Mint  half  eagle  with  light  copper  and  greenish  gold  toning  and  subdued  lustre. 
The  coin  is  well  struck  except  for  the  usual  weakness  in  the  obverse  denticles. 

A gem  specimen  of  this  date  sold  for  $4,000  in  the  Fairfield  Sale  almost  two 
years  ago,  and  so  this  attractive  example  should  bring  a similar  amount  today. 
The  total  mintage  was  only  56,413  pieces. 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1858  HALF  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known 


310.  1858,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  reddish  gold  toning  and 
relatively  unmarked  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  Generally  well  struck 
except  for  a little  softness  on  the  hair  curls  around  Liberty’s  face 
(typical  of  this  date).  Without  question  this  is  the  finest  example  of 
this  date  that  we  have  ever  seen  or  handled. 

The  1858  is  a rare  and  unappreciated  date.  Only  15,136  pieces  were 
minted  and  the  coin  is  seldom  available  in  any  grade.  Strictly 
uncirculated  examples  are  very  rare  and  we  have  seen  only  a few 
others,  none  of  which  were  the  equal  of  this  coin  which  formerly 
appeared  in  Superior’s  June,  1978  sale  where  it  was  billed  (correctly 
in  our  opinion)  as  possibly  the  finest  known  specimen.  It  realized 
$5,000  at  that  sale  but  in  today’s  stronger  market  it  should  bring  much 
more. 
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VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1858-C  HALF  EAGLE 


311.  1858-C,  Uncirculated  60.  Extremely  sharply  struck  with  a few  light  contact 
marks  on  the  semi  proof-like  surfaces.  Lovely  greenish  gold  toning.  Very 
attractive  overall  appearance. 

Only  38,856  of  this  date  were  minted  and  it  is  very  scarce  in  any  condition. 
Mint  state  specimens  are  extremely  rare  and  this  is  one  of  only  two  or  three  that 
we  have  seen. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1864  HALF  EAGLE 


312.  1864,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep,  rich  golden  toning  and  full  mirror 
surfaces.  There  are  a few  very  light  and  scattered  hairlines  in  the 
fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  this  coin  is  truly  stunning.  There 
are  two  small  copper  spots  on  the  obverse  that  are  noted  here  for 
future  identification. 

Fifty  proof  half  eagles  were  struck  in  1864  but  it  is  probable  that 
many  were  melted  since  proofs  of  this  date  are  of  approximately  the 
same  rarity  as  proofs  of  dates  with  much  lower  reported  mintages.  We 
would  estimate  that  only  10-12  still  exist  today  and  this  coin,  the 
famous  Garrett  specimen,  is  surely  the  equal  of  any  other  known 
example.  One  other  proof  was  sold  last  year  at  Stack’s  April,  1978 
auction  for  $9,000  and  so  this  gem  should  top  the  $10,000  mark.

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EXTREMELY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1864  HALF  EAGLE 
Possibly  The  Finest  Known 


313.  1864,  Uncirculated  60.  A beautiful  specimen  with  rich  orange  gold  toning.  The 
coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and  there  are  only  a few  light  handling  marks  in  the 
fields.  We  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  the  equal  of  this  specimen  and  feel  that  it  is 
very  possibly  the  finest  known  non-proof  1864  half  eagle. 

This  date  is  very  rare  in  all  grades  and  specimens  better  than  EF  have  been 
offered  at  auction  only  a few  times  in  the  past  decade.  Only  4,220  were  minted 
and  high  grade  business  strikes  such  as  this  are  actually  more  rare  than  proofs. 
This  piece  formerly  appeared  in  our  1976  Burnheimer  sale  where  it  realized 
$2,000.  With  the  current  demand  for  rare  mint  state  gold  coins,  this  unmatched 
specimen  should  realize  considerably  more  today. 


VERY  RARE  1864-S  HALF  EAGLE 


314.  1864-S,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Light  golden  toning  with  traces  of  copper  toning 
around  the  stars  and  letters.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  head  of  Liberty  and  on  the 
lower  reverse  as  are  all  known  specimens.  A very  attractive  and  presentable 
example  of  this  extremely  rare  date. 

The  1864-S  is  one  of  the  real  rarities  in  the  half  eagle  series.  Only  3,888  were 
struck  and  all  of  the  relatively  few  known  specimens  are  well  worn  with  VForso 
being  typical.  This  piece  is  the  one  that  sold  in  our  Burnheimer  Sale  for  $3,000 
over  three  years  ago.  Since  the  Fine  Robison  coin  brought  $1,450  in  February 
1979,  this  far  superior  specimen  could  bring  between  $4,000  and  $5,000. 
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315.  1866,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  with  partially  proof-like  surfaces. 
The  coin  displays  attractive  copper  toning  around  the  stars.  A few  light  handling 
marks  in  the  fields. 

A popular  first  year  of  type  and  a very  scarce  date  with  a total  mintage  of  only 
6,730.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  known  specimens  of  this  date.  We  expect  bidding 
in  the  low  four  figures  on  this  exceptional  and  rare  half  eagle.

316.  1872,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Beautiful  rich  reddish  gold  toning  and  full  proof- 
like surfaces.  There  are  some  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall 
appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent.  There  is  just  a trace  of  softness  on  the 
haircurls  around  Liberty’s  face  but  the  strike  is  otherwise  very  sharp. 

This  coin,  one  of  only  1 ,690  struck,  formerly  appeared  in  our  1976  Burnheimer 
Sale  where  it  realized  $2,200.  Prior  to  that  it  was  in  the  1973  Gilhousen  sale.  It  is 
the  only  strictly  uncirculated  1872  $5  to  be  offered  at  auction  in  the  past  ten 
years  and  is  actually  one  of  just  a few  to  appear  in  any  grade  during  that  period. 
A bid  in  the  $3,000-$4,000  range  will  probably  be  required  to  buy  this  coin. 

317.  1879,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  lustrous  satinlike  surfaces  and 
attractive  copper  toning  in  the  shield  and  about  the  devices.  Free  of  any 
significant  bagmarks.  Very  scarce  in  gem  condition  as  are  all  pre-1880  Liberty 
Head  Half  Eagles.

318.  1881,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Full  original  mint  brilliance  and  deep  mirror  “orange 
peel”  surfaces.  The  fields  and  devices  are  virtually  flawless  but  there  are  several 
small  nicks  in  the  high  wire  rim.  Superb  overall  appearance. 

Only  42  proofs  were  struck  in  1881  and  it  is  doubtful  if  as  many  as  12-15 
survive.  This  lovely  coin  is  the  Kaufman  specimen  that  was  sold  in  August  1978 
by  RARCOA  for  $2,800. 


VERY  RARE  1884  PROOF  HALF  EAGLE 


319.  1884  Gem  Proof  65.  Boldly  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold  with  frosted 
devices  and  lovely  “orange  peel”  fields.  The  quality  of  the  surfaces  is 
excellent  and  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin,  particularly  the 
color,  is  superb.  One  of  the  finest  specimens  in  existence. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  most  underrated  in  proof  of  the  entire  $5 
series.  Only  48  were  struck,  the  second  lowest  mintage  after  1 881 , but 
proofs  appear  so  infrequently  that  it  is  possible  that  a portion  of  the 
mintage  was  not  sold  and  therefore  melted.  We  estimate  that  only  1 0- 
12  still  exist  today.  This  is  the  beautiful  Garrett  specimen  that  was 
obtained  directly  from  the  Mint  by  T.H.  Garrett  on  February  7,  1884.

320.  1888,  Gem  Proof  65.  Bright  yellow  gold  color  and  lovely  “orange  peel”  surfaces. 
The  fields,  devices  and  rims  are  all  of  excellent  quality  and  display  no  hairlines 
or  handling  marks  of  significance. 

There  were  94  proof  half  eagles  struck  in  1888  but  for  some  unknown  reason 
this  date  is  even  more  rare  than  that  mintage  would  indicate.  Less  than  half  are 
known  to  survive  and  only  a few  of  them  (Ullmer,  Garrett,  1976  ANA,  NASCA 
12176)  have  been  offered  at  auction  in  recent  years. 

321.  1892,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  in  lovely  rose  color  gold.  Beautiful 
frosty  surfaces.  A gem  in  all  respects. 


322.  1893-S,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A lustrous  frosty  gem  with  beautiful 
green,  rose  and  deep  gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  superb  and  essentially  free 
of  even  the  most  insignificant  handling  marks. 

A very  scarce  and  underrated  date  in  mint  state  and  extremely  rare  in  this 
superb  condition.  Only  224,000  were  minted  and  most  known  specimens  are 
well  circulated.  Bidding  should  reach  four  figures  on  this  superlative  specimen.

323.  1902,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Very  brilliant  and  sharply  struck.  A few  light  obverse 
hairlines  and  two  copper  spots  keep  this  beautiful  proof  from  the  gem 
classification.

This  date  has  the  lowest  proof  mintage  of  any  Liberty  Head  Half  Eagle  after 
1898.  It  Is  available  much  less  often  than  the  dates  from  1900  to  1904  and  so  it 
deserves  to  bring  a premium  over  the  $3,000-$3,500  currently  being  realized  by 
proofs  of  those  dates. 


325.  1908,  Indian,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Boldly  struck  and  very  lustrous 
with  subdued  yellow  gold  color.  Nearly  full  detail  is  present  in  the  eagle’s  wing 
tip. 

The  first  year  of  this  extremely  popular  type.  Very  scarce  in  this  superb  gem 
condition  and  worth  a bid  in  excess  of  $1,500. 


326.  1908-D,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  beautiful, 
virtually  blemish  free  surfaces.  Light  copper  gold  toning.  Only  148,000  minted.

The  relatively  high  mintage  figure  of  770,200  Is  very  misleading  because  the 
1910-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  mint  state  In  the  entire  $5  Indian  series.

328.  1911,  Superb  Gem  Proof  65+.  A superb  quality  proof  with  the  rich  mustard  color 
that  is  characteristic  of  1911  matte  proof  gold  coins.  The  surfaces  are 
outstanding,  freeof  the  hairlines,  highlights  and  discolorationsthat  plague  most 
matte  proofs.  Surely  one  of  the  finest  in  existence. 

Only  139  proofs  were  struck  and  the  rate  of  attrition  must  have  been  very  high 
since  proof  1911  half  eagles  are  seldom  available  today.  With  the  current 
demand  for  gem  matte  proof  gold,  we  expect  a bid  in  excess  of  $6,000  for  this 
superlative  specimen. 

329.  191 2,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  brilliant  surfaces  and  lovely  rich 
gold  toning.  An  attractive  type  coin  with  a total  mintage  of  only  790,144. 

330.  1912,  Almost  Uncirculated  50,  lustrous  with  rose  color  peripheral  toning;  1912-S, 
Choice  Almost  Uncirculated  55,  very  similar  in  appearance  to  the  1912,  scarce 
date  with  only  392,000  minted.  Two  pieces.

CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1799  EAGLE 


331 . 1799,  Small  Stars,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  light 
greenish  yellow  and  copper  gold  toning.  Frosty  and  well  centered.  A few  light 
handling  marks  in  the  fields  are  all  that  keep  this  coin  from  being  called  a gem. 
There  is  full  hair  detail  on  Miss  Liberty  and  all  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  are 
present.  The  denticles  on  both  sides  of  the  coin  are  well  defined.  A splendid 
specimen. 

Early  U.S.  gold  coins  in  original  uncirculated  condition  are  rare  and  currently 
in  great  demand.  We  have  noted  similar  quality  1799  eagles  priced  in  the$10,000 
range.  (Color  Plate) 
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332.  1801,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Full  frosty  mint  bloom  with  lovely  greenish 
yellow  gold  and  pale  rose  toning.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  There  are  a 
few  surface  scrapes  in  the  obverse  field,  but  this  is  still  a very  attractive 
specimen.  The  reverse  grades  a full  Gem  Uncirculated  65. 

This  desirable  early  type  gold  coin  has  a current  catalogue  value  in  Mint  State 
60  of  $6,000.  Only  44,344  were  struck  and  most  of  this  total  have  undoubtedly 
been  lost  or  melted  since  then. 

333.  1858-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck  with  semi  proof- 
like surfaces.  Very  scarce  in  grades  above  Very  Fine.  Only  20,000  were  minted 
and  relatively  few  exist  today  that  are  equal  in  quality  to  this  specimen.  Should 
bring  close  to  $1,000.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1863  PROOF  EAGLE 


334.  1863,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  golden  toning  with  frosted  devices  and 
brilliant  mirror  fields.  There  are  a few  very  faint  and  scattered 
hairlines  in  the  fields  but  overall  the  coin  is  remarkably  choice, 
superior  to  most  available  proof  eagles  of  the  1890’s  or  1900’s. 
Identifiable  by  a small  copper  spot  on  Miss  Liberty’s  cheek. 

Very  rare  as  a date  with  only  1,248  struck  including  just  30  proofs. 
Out  of  the  30  proofs  originally  minted,  10  or  possibly  even  less 
survive.  This  piece  is  from  our  1978  Grand  Central  Sale  where  it 
realized  $24,000  after  active  bidding.  The  only  other  recent  auction 
appearance  of  this  extremely  rare  proof  was  in  the  Garrett  Sale  in 
1976  where  a cleaned  and  hairlined  example  brought  $19,000.  With 
the  demand  today  for  gem  quality  rarities,  this  remarkable  specimen 
should  bring  close  to  $30,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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335.  1869,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Attractive  rose  and  gold  color;  sharply  struck  and 
lustrous.  Numerous  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  appearance  of  the  coin 
is  still  excellent. 

One  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  Liberty  Head  $10  series  with  only  1,855 
minted.  This  same  coin  brought  $1,350  in  Kagin’s  GENA  sale  in  September, 
1978.  (Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1873  PROOF  EAGLE 


336.  1873,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  orange  gold  color  and  light  cloudy 
toning  that  largely  conceals  the  few  faint  and  scattered  hairlines  in 
the  fields.  There  is  one  tiny  planchet  depression  by  the  fourth  star 
(present  in  the  planchet  at  the  time  of  striking  and  thus  not  an 
impairment)  and  one  small  lintmark  to  the  right  of  the  eagle’s  neck 
that  are  mentioned  only  for  purposes  of  positive  future  identification. 
There  is  also  one  lintmark  at  the  I of  AMERICA.  Overall,  the  coin  is  of 
gem  quality  and  presents  a truly  outstanding  appearance. 

Except  for  the  circulated  proof  in  the  1973  Gilhousen  sale,  this 
beautiful  specimen  is  the  first  unimpaired  proof  1873  eagle  to  be 
offered  at  public  auction  since  the  Wolfson  Sale  in  1962.  This  date  is 
one  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  in  the  series  and  even  circulated 
examples  bring  mid  to  high  four  figure  prices.  Only  825  pieces  were 
struck  including  just  25  proofs  and  only  8-10  proofs  are  still  known  to 
exist,  several  of  them  currently  impounded  (Smithsonian,  ANS, 
Garrett,  Lansing  Cornerstone).  This  gem,  as  fine  as  any  known,  is  the 
famous  F.C.C.  Boyd  specimen  that  was  sold  as  part  of  the  "World’s 
Greatest  Collection”  in  1946,  and  again  in  the  1948  "Memorable” 
Sale.  It  is  pictured  in  Walter  Breen’s  book  on  U.S.  proof  coinage,  pg. 
148.  As  a proof,  the  1873  is  as  rare  as  the  1875,  a specimen  of  which 
brought  $91,000  in  1976  at  the  Garrett  Sale.  We  expect  a bid  in  the 
$40,000-$50,000  range  for  this  extremely  rare,  pedigreed  specimen.

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VERY  RARE  1876  PROOF  EAGLE 


337.  1876,  Gem  Proof  65.  Superb  rich  reddish  gold  color  and  brilliant 
mirror  surfaces.  Sharply  struck  with  a high  wire  rim.  There  are  a few 
faint  hairlines  and  one  ortwo  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  but  not 
enough  to  remove  this  beautiful  coin  from  the  gem  category. 

The  1876  has  an  ultra  low  mintage  of  just  732  total  pieces,  a figure 
which  includes  only  45  proofs.  Relatively  few  business  strikes  are 
known  in  any  condition  and  only  an  estimated  15-20  proofs  still  exist. 
This  is  one  of  the  finest  and  should  realize  between  $15,000  and 
$20,000.  (Color  Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1878  PROOF  EAGLE 


338.  1878,  Gem  Proof  65.  A marvelous  coin  struck  in  rich  red  gold.  There 
are  a few  light,  widely  dispersed  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  the  quality 
of  the  surfaces  is  still  far  above  average  and  the  color  is  absolutely 
extraordinary.  The  devices  are  deeply  frosted  and  stand  out  against 
the  beautiful  mirrorlike  fields. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  U.  S.  Proof  gold  coins  struck  after  1859. 
Only  20  proofs  were  minted  and  less  than  half  that  number  exist 
today.  Only  two  other  proofs  have  appeared  on  the  market  in  recent 
years,  the  Philip  G.  Straus  coin  that  sold  in  the  1976  ANA  Sale,  and  the 
Kaufman  coin  sold  by  RARCOA  in  1978.  This  particular  specimen  is 
from  the  famous  Garrett  Collection  where  it  resided  for  more  than  90 
years.  Based  on  its  pedigree,  quality  and  rarity,  this  beautiful  gem 
coin  should  realize  between  $15,000  and  $20,000.  (Color  Plate) 
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RARE  1879-0  EAGLE 


339.  1879-0,  Choice  Extremely  Fine  45.  Lovely  gold  and  copper  colored  toning.  The 
partially  proof-like  surfaces  have  some  light  rubbing  and  handling  marks  but 
overall  the  coin  is  very  attractive. 

Only  1,500  specimens  were  struck  of  this  date  and  consequently  it  is  very  rare 
in  any  condition.  Only  a handful  of  examples  are  known  that  are  finer  than  this 
one  and  it  is  certainly  one  of  the  nicest  1879-0  eagles  to  appear  at  auction  in  the 
last  several  years.  Catalogs  $2,750  in  EF-40  and  so  this  coin  should  top  $3,000.

340.  1888,  Gem  Proof  65.  Luxurious  golden  toning  and  beautiful  “orange 
peel”  surfaces.  There  are  a few  faint  hairlines  in  thefields  butthecoin 
is  still  extremely  appealing  and  of  gem  quality. 

This  is  one  of  only  75  proofs  struck,  it  is  our  estimate  that  only  about 
25-30  are  still  known  to  exist  and  few  of  those  can  equal  the  overall 
quality  of  this  gem.

341 . 1889-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Sharply  struck  with  beautiful  frosty  surfaces 
and  a minimum  of  bagmarks.

One  of  the  nicer  proofs  of  this 
date  that  we  have  handled. 

A reported  120  proofs  were  struck  but  only  a third  or  so  of  that  total 
remain  available  to  collectors.  The  similar  quality  Kaufman  and 
Bareford  specimens  each  brought  $5,750  last  year  and  so  this  gem 
should  realize  a comparabie  amount. 


343.  1901-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  frosty  with  rich  golden  satinlike 
surfaces.  Popular  New  Orleans  Mint  eagle  with  a low  mintage  of  only  72,041 
pieces. 

344.  1902,  Proof  55.  Sharply  struck  with  rich  gold  color.  As  would  be  expected  from 
the  grade,  it  does  show  some  signs  of  mishandling  but  it  is  still  quite  an  attractive 
coin.  This  proof  is  from  our  1978  Covington  Sale  and  is  one  of  only  113  proofs 
issued.  Should  be  worth  a bid  in  the  neighborhood  of  $2,000.  (Plate) 

345.  1903-0,  Uncirculated  60.  Lustrous  and  fully  struck.  Normal  light  abrasions  and 
handling  marks.  112,771  minted. 

346.  1903-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Brilliant  satinlike  surfaces  with  rose  gold  toning. 
Boldly  struck  with  a minimum  of  bagmarks.  A beautiful  San  Francisco  Mint 
eagle  worthy  of  a substantial  bid.  Only  538,000  minted.  (Plate) 
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SUPERB  AND  VERY  RARE  1907  ROLLED  EDGE  EAGLE 


347.  1907,  Rolled  Edge,  Periods,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+. 

Magnificent  green,  gold  and  rose  colored  toning  and  frosty  mint 
surfaces.  There  are  a few  small  bagmarks  in  the  Indian’s  headdress 
but  the  coin  is  otherwise  superb  and  could  scarcely  be  improved 
upon.  The  raised  die  scratches  characteristic  to  this  issue  are  in 
abundance  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  A splendid  example  of 
this  great  rarity. 

This  coin  is  listed  in  Judd’s  pattern  book  as  J-1775  and  it  is  also 
discussed  in  David  Akers'  book  on  U.S.  gold  patterns.  However,  it  is 
widely  collected  as  part  of  the  regular  series  and  justifiably  so  in  our 
view  because  it  is  not  a pattern  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  31,500  of 
these  coins  were  actually  struck  for  circulation  but  at  the  last  moment 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Mint,  John  Landis,  became  worried  about 
public  criticism  because  the  design  had  not  struck  up  properly.  On 
his  recommendation,  the  entire  mintage  was  melted,  save  for  an 
estimated  40-50  pieces,  and  the  dies  reworked.  This  design  deserves, 
therefore,  to  be  considered  a variety  (like  the  high  relief  double  eagles 
are  In  the  Saint-Gaudens  $20  series)  rather  than  a pattern.  The 
comparable  quality  Kaufman  specimen  and  the  specimen  in  Stack’s 
March,  1979  sale  brought  $46,000  and  $45,000  respectively  and  so 
this  beautiful  gem  should  realize  well  in  excess  of  $40,000.  (Color 
Plate) 


348.  1907,  No  Periods,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Very  lustrous  satinlike  surfaces. 
Better  than  average  strike.  A few  light  scratches  to  the  left  of  the  Indian’s  face. 
Light  copper  toning  on  the  reverse.  Popular  first  year  of  type.  Only  239,406 
minted.  (Plate) 

349.  1908,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  60.  Lustrous  with  attractive  rose  and  gold  toning. 
Light  handling  marks  in  the  fields  and  a number  of  minor  rim  abrasions.  A very 
scarce  issue  of  which  only  33,500  were  minted.  Current  Red  Book  value  is  $1 ,600 
in  Mint  State  60.  (Plate) 

350.  1908,  No  Motto,  Uncirculated  60.  A second  example  of  this  scarce  date.  Very 
lustrous  and  virtually  fully  struck  with  some  light  contact  marks  on  the  Indian’s 
cheek.  Bright  gold  in  color.  Should  be  worth  a bid  over  $1,500.  (Plate) 
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351.  1908,  With  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  needle  sharp  strike  and 
lovely  yellow  gold  color.  Virtually  free  of  any  marks.  Lovely  satinlike  surfaces. 
Auction  records  for  this  issue  have  reached  $2,500.  (Plate)

352.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Full  frosty  mint  lustre  with  attractive  gold  and 
rose  colored  toning.  The  strike  is  exceptionally  sharp  and  the  fields  are  superb 
except  for  one  vertical  hairline  in  front  of  the  face.  The  overall  appearance  of  the 
coin  is  outstanding  and  it  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  rare  date  we  have 
handled  in  several  years. 

The  1 908-S  is  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  of  this  extremely  popular  series. 
Only  59,850  were  struck  and  gem  quality  specimens  are  in  great  demand.  The 
auction  record  for  a superb  specimen  is  $11, 000  at  last  year’s  ANA  sale  but  other 
high  quality  pieces  have  brought  close  to  $10,000  and  so  this  coin  should  realize 
a winning  bid  in  the  high  four  figure  range. 

353.  1909,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Lustrous  satinlike  surfaces  with  rich  golden  color. 
Fully  struck  with  nearly  all  hair  detail  present.  The  eagle’s  wing  tip  has  all 
feathers  showing.  A scarce  Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  only  184,863  minted. 


354.  1909-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  rose,  green  and  gold  toning  and  full 
strike.  A few  light  handling  marks  on  the  obverse  and  one  small  scratch  to  the 
left  of  the  eagle’s  neck,  but  still  of  gem  quality.  The  color  of  this  splendid  coin  is 
especially  appealing. 

One  of  the  many  scarce  dates  in  this  popular  series  with  a mintage  of 292,350. 
Until  two  years  ago,  gems  were  extremely  rare.  At  that  time,  a small  group  of 
mint  state  specimens  was  discovered  in  Europe  and  dispersed  in  the  U.S.  A very 
desirable  coin  with  a current  market  value  in  the  $4,000  range. 

355.  191 1 , Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Deep  copper  gold  toning  and  full  original  mint 
luster.  One  thin  light  scratch  is  present  on  the  Indian’s  cheek,  but  there  are  no 
other  marks  or  abrasions  worth  mentioning.  An  attractive  type  coin.

356.  1911-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  reddish  gold  toning  and  frosty, 
relatively  unmarked  surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck  and  extremely  lustrous.  One 
of  the  choicest  specimens  to  come  out  of  a small  group  discovered  two  years 
ago  in  Europe. 

Only  51,000  were  minted,  one  of  the  lowest  mintage  figures  of  any  date  in  the 
series.  Until  the  discovery  of  the  group  in  Europe,  this  date  was  virtually 
unknown  in  choice  mint  state.  Recently,  gems  of  similar  quality  have  brought 
$9,000  to  $10,000  at  auction  and  in  private  transactions. 

357.  1912,  Superb  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Fully  struck  and  very  lustrous  with  rich 
yellow  gold  color  and  superb  quality  surfaces.  One  of  the  finest  1912  eagles  we 
have  seen  recently.  Could  bring  a bid  close  to  $2,000.  (Plate) 

358.  1912,  Uncirculated  60.  Struck  in  bright  yellow  gold.  Light  handling  marks  in  the 
fields. 

359.  1912-S,  Uncirculated  60.  A very  attractive  mint  state  specimen  with  pale  rose 
and  golden  toning.

360.  1914,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  a deep  rich  gold 
color.  A very  pleasing  gem  and  worthy  of  a substantial  bid.  Current  market  value 
is  $1,200  to  $1,500.  (Plate) 

VERY  RARE  AND  LOVELY  1914-S  EAGLE 


361 . 1914-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Gorgeous  iridescent  green,  gold  and  rose  colored 
toning.  Sensational  lustre  and  color  and  very  sharp  strike.  The  surfaces  are  of 
outstanding  quality  with  no  handling  marks  or  abrasions  worth  noting.  One  of 
the  two  or  three  best  examples  of  this  date  that  we  have  handled  and  very 
probably  the  finest  to  be  offered  at  public  auction  in  the  last  few  years. 

The  mintage  of  this  date  is  low  (208,000)  but  not  as  low  as  some  others  in  the 
series.  However,  gem  quality  1914-S  eagles  are  very  rare  and  are  less  often  seen 
than  gems  of  such  lower  mintage  dates  as  the  1908  No  Motto,  1908-S, 1911-S, 
and  1930-S.  We  would  be  surprised  if  this  exceptional  coin  does  not  bring  well 
over  $5,000.

VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1920-S  EAGLE 


362.  1920-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  for  this  issue  with 
fully  RTY  in  LIBERTY,  letters  that  are  weak  or  missing  on  most  known 
specimens.  The  color  is  a very  appealing  green,  gold  and  rose  and  the 
fields  are  lustrous  and  virtually  unmarked.  Only  afew  handling  marks 
in  the  Indian’s  headdress  and  one  mark  on  the  eagle’s  breast  keep  this 
coin  from  the  superb  category. 

Despite  the  fact  that  its  reported  mintage  is  not  as  low  as  some 
other  dates  in  this  popular  series,  the  1920-S  has  long  been 
recognized  as  the  third  rarest  of  this  type.  Strictly  uncirculated 
examples  are  very  rare  and  well  struck  examples  such  as  this  are 
extremely  rare.  The  choice  1920-S  in  Stack’s  March  1979  sale  (not  as 
sharply  struck  as  this  gem)  realized  $33,000  and  so  this  beautiful  coin 
should  top  the  $30,000  mark.  (Color  Plate) 


363.  1926,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Another  fully  struck  and  extremely  lustrous  gem 
with  virtually  blemish  free  surfaces  and  lovely  yellow  gold  color.  Although 
thought  of  as  a common  date,  specimens  of  this  quality  are  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain.  Should  bring  a bid  in  the  $1 ,200  to  $1 ,500  range. 
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RARE  AND  POPULAR  1930-S  EAGLE 


364.  1930-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  fully  lustrous  gem  with 
lovely  golden  toning.  Very  sharply  struck  with  bold  details  ar)d  a 
partial  wire  rim  on  the  obverse.  The  quality  of  the  surfaces  is  excellent 
with  only  a few  light  and  widely  scattered  handling  marks,  none  of 
which  are  noticeable  without  close  inspection.  Outstanding  overall 
appearance  and  very  desirable. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series.  Only  96,000  were  minted 
and  undoubtedly  most  of  this  mintage  was  melted  without  ever 
being  released.  Gems  such  as  this  have  recently  brought  as 
high  as  $12,000  at  auction  (Stack’s  March  1979  sale)  and  this  one 
should  bring  a similar  amount.  (Color  Plate) 


365.  1932,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  satin  surfaces  and  rich  golden 
toning.  Another  common  date  in  uncommon  condition.

RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1854-S  $20 


366.  1854-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  lovely  medium  golden  toning 
and  subdued  lustre.  There  is  one  “hidden”  scratch  on  the  eagle’s  wing  and  one 
abrasion  to  the  right  of  the  date,  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  unusually  free  of 
handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Outstanding  overall  appearance. 

This  is  the  first  double  eagle  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint.  Only  141,468  were 
struck  and  relatively  few  are  known  in  this  superior  condition.  We  have  seen 
similar  specimens  priced  well  over  $5,000. 
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GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1856-S  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


367.  1856-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Beautiful  greenish  gold  toning 
highlighted  by  just  a hint  of  pale  rose.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full 
original  mint  lustre.  There  are  a few  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields 
but  the  coin  is  definitely  of  gem  quality  and  the  finest  we  have 
handled.  It  is  also  the  choicest  1856-S  $20  to  be  offered  at  public 
auction  in  many  years. 

The  mintage  of  1,189,750  pieces  is  comparatively  high  but 
obviously  most  of  the  mintage  was  used  in  normal  commerce 
because  original  gem  uncirculated  pieces  are  very  rare.  This  splendid 
coin  should  easily  top  the  $5,000  mark. 


RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1860  $20 


368.  1860,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  full  original  mint 
lustre  and  sensational  gold  and  copper  toning.  The  surfaces  are 
outstanding  and  have  only  a few  very  light  bagmarks.  This  is  one  of 
the  finest  examples  of  this  very  scarce  date  that  we  have  handled  or 
seen. 

In  our  opinion,  the  1860  is  a very  underrated  date  in  this  gem 
condition.  Only  577,670  were  struck  and  mint  state  specimens  are 
very  difficult  to  obtain.  We  have  seen  only  a few  equal  to  this  beauty 
compared  to  many  similar  quality  examples  of  1851,  1852  and  1853. 
This  gem  should  realize  close  to  $5,000. 
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369.  1861,  Uncirculated  60.  Well  struck  in  medium  yellow  gold  with  some  pale  rose 
toning.  Light  bagmarks  and  abrasions  on  the  surfaces  as  expected  on  a Mint 
State  60  double  eagle.  An  attractive  example  of  this  popular  No  Motto  type. 
Should  bring  close  to  its  current  catalogue  value  of  $1,800. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1862  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


370.  1862,  Gem  Proof  65.  A stunning  beauty  with  rich  deep  golden  toning, 
frosted  devices  and  full  mirror  surfaces.  Identifiable  by  one  tiny 
lintmark  by  the  fourth  star.  The  quality  of  this  piece  is  truly  amazing 
for  such  a large,  early  U.S.  proof  gold  coin.  This  is  the  finest  1862 
proof  $20  on  the  market  in  many  years,  better  than  the  Garrett- 
Robison  specimen,  the  Kaufman  coin  or  the  example  that  appeared  in 
Stack’s  April  1978  sale. 

This  gem  is  the  Harold  S.  Bareford specimen  (ex  Davis-Graves)  and 
is  one  of  only  10-12  examples  still  in  existence  out  of  the  original 
mintage  of  just  35  pieces.  In  our  opinion,  no  finer  specimen  exists.  It 
realized  $25,000  in  December  1978  and  should  bring  more  in  today’s 
bull  market.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1871  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


371.  1871,  Gem  Proof  65.  Superb  deep  yellow  gold  toning  on  the  obverse 
and  natural  cloudy  toning  on  the  reverse.  A few  widely  scattered  and 
insignificant  hairlines  and  light  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  Beautiful 
two  tone  appearance  with  frosted  head  and  devices  and  mirrorfields. 

This  lovely  gem  is  the  famous  Garrett  specimen  sold  by  Stack’s  in 
March  1976.  Only  30  proofs  were  struck  and  it  is  likely  that  a portion  of 
this  small  mintage  was  melted  since  this  date  is  even  more  rare  than 
others  with  similar  or  lower  mintages;  only  six  to  eight  are  accounted 
for  today.  The  only  specimen  other  than  this  one  to  be  offered  at 
auction  in  the  past  30  years  was  the  lesser  quality  Kaufman  piece  that 
realized  $14,500  in  August  1978,  and  so  this  gem  should  realize 
$20,000  or  more.  (Color  Plate) 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1872  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


372.  1872,  Gem  Proof  65.  Medium  yellow  gold  color  and  full  mirror 
surfaces.  Very  sharply  struck.  A few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  but 
nothing  of  significance.  A lovely  coin  with  an  excellent  overall 
appearance. 

Thirty  proofs  were  minted,  exactly  the  same  figure  as  for  the  1871 
just  offered.  However,  the  1872  is  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  1871  with 
perhaps  as  many  as  nine  to  ten  specimens  known.  This  is  the 
specimen  that  was  sold  in  Kreisberg-Cohen’s  October  1978  sale  for 
$14,250.  It  could  bring  closer  to  $20,000  today. 


373.  1872-CC,  Very  Fine  20.  Even  wearand  attractive  rosegold  color.  Light  abrasions 
and  bagmarks.  Only  26,900  minted. 

374.  1875-CC,  Choice  Very  Fine  30.  Deep  orange  gold  in  color  with  the  usual 
bagmarks  on  the  obverse  and  minimal  reverse  abrasions. 
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VERY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1886  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


375.  1886,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  yellow  gold  color  and  just  a trace  of  natural 
cloudy  toning.  The  head  and  devices  are  frosted  and  the  fields  are 
fully  mirrorlike.  There  are  no  handling  marks  or  hairlines  to  speak  of 
and  overall  the  coin  presents  a spectacular  appearance.  One  of  the 
finest  1886  proof  double  eagles  we  have  seen. 

The  1886  is  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  dates  in  the  series  in  any 
condition  since  only  1,106  pieces  were  struck  including  just  106 
proofs.  Even  high  grade  business  strikes  are  worth  upwards  of 
$10,000  today.  We  would  estimate  that  only  25  to  30  proofs  still  exist 
and  few  could  match  the  quality  of  this  gem.  This  is  the  Harold  S. 
Bareford  specimen  which  was  sold  by  Stack’s  in  December  1978  for 
$25,000.  The  similar  quality  Garrett  specimen  realized  $29,000  a few 
years  earlier  and  so  it  is  likely  that  this  lovely  coin  will  push  close  to 
the  $30,000  level.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  1888  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


376.  1888,  Proof  60.  Light  yellow  color  with  traces  of  darker  gold  around  the  devices. 
Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  showing  a number  of  light  hairlines  in 
the  fields.  Still  quite  attractive  despite  the  cleaning. 

This  is  one  of  just  102  proofs  minted,  only  30  to  40  percent  of  which  survive 
today.  Recent  auction  records  are  few  with  only  the  Kaufman  coin  being  sold  in 
the  past  three  years.  The  Kaufman  specimen  realized  $13,000  and  so  this 
example  should  bring  a five  figure  bid.  ( On  checking  our  notes,  we  feel  that  this 
coin  is  possibly  the  Ullmer  specimen  sold  by  Stack’s  in  1974  for  $10,000.) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  1889  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


377.  1889,  Gem  Proof  65.  Magnificent  rich  orange  gold  toning  with  fully 
frosted  head  and  devices  and  deep  “orange  peel”  surfaces.  There  are 
a few  very  minor  handling  marks  in  the  obverse  field  but  the  overall 
appearance  of  this  coin  is  nothing  short  of  superb.  The  reverse  in 
particular  is  just  about  perfect.  A truly  beautiful  nineteenth  century 
proof  double  eagle. 

In  our  experience,  the  1 889  $20  is  the  rarest  date  in  proof  after  1 880. 
This  means,  of  course,  that  It  Is  more  rare  than  the  much  higher  priced 
proofs  from  1881  to  1887  including  the  famous  1883  and  1884.  Only 
this  single  specimen  has  appeared  on  the  market  since  1970 
compared  to  at  least  three  or  four  specimens  of  every  other  date  after 
1880.  Based  on  its  rarity  and  quality,  this  piece  should  bring  in  excess 
of  $20,000,  but  we  feel  a more  realistic  estimate  would  be  in  the 
$12,000-$1 5,000  range.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1892  PROOF  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


378.  1892,  Choice  Proof  60+.  Frosted  head  and  devices  and  lovely  two  tone 
appearance.  A few  scattered  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  two 
insignificant  obverse  edge  nicks.  Beautiful  “orange  peel”  sufaces  and 
excellent  overall  appearance. 

The  1892  is  rare  and  desirable  in  any  condition  since  only  4,523 
total  pieces  were  struck  including  just  93  proofs.  At  most  20  to  25 
proofs  still  exist  today,  and  they  are  in  great  demand  by  collectors. 
This  is  the  Kaufman  specimen  that  was  sold  last  year  by  RARCOA  for 
$1 1,500.  The  gem  in  our  1978  Grand  Central  Sale  brought  $15,500  a 
few  months  later  and  so  this  lovely  coin  could  approach  that  level. 
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BEAUTIFUL  GEM  1893-CC  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


379.  1893-CC,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  smooth  satinlike  surfaces 
that  are  virtually  free  of  bagmarks.  Rich  yellow  gold  toning.  An  outstanding 
example  of  this  scarce  and  popular  Carson  City  Mint  double  eagle.  One  of  only 
18,402  minted  and  worth  a bid  of  $2,500  or  more. 

380.  1893-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  A second  attractive  specimen  of  this  scarce 
date  Carson  City  Mint  issue.  Boldly  struck  with  lovely  frosty  surfaces.  A few  light 
bagmarks  away  from  gem  condition.  Medium  gold  toning.  Certainly  worth  a bid 
in  the  $2,000  range.  (Plate) 

381.  1896,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  brilliant  lustrous  surfaces.  Only 
792,663  minted.  A very  attractive  gem  type  coin. 

382.  1901,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  soft  satin  surfaces  that  are 
extremely  lustrous.  A very  low  mintage  date  with  only  111,526  minted. 

383.  1906-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  60+.  Well  struck  with  full  mint  bloom.  A few  light 
handling  marks  are  all  that  keep  us  from  grading  this  lovely  coin  a gem.  First 
year  of  issue  for  the  Denver  Mint;  only  620,250  struck. 

384.  1906-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  frosty  surfaces  and  copper 
gold  toning.  Virtually  free  of  any  bagmarks  or  abrasions.  One  of  the  finest 
examples  of  this  date  we  have  seen  or  handled.  A scarce  and  underrated  date  in 
mint  state.

385.  1907,  MCMVIl,  Saint-Gaudens,  High  Relief,  Wire  Rim,  Gem 
Uncirculated  65.  Sharply  struck  with  a high  wire  rim.  Beautiful  deep 
golden  toning  and  lovely  satin  surfaces  that  show  the  myriad  of  die 
scratches  present  on  most  examples  of  this  issue.  No  handling  marks 
or  hairlines  of  significance  and  no  rubbing  on  the  figure  of  Miss 
Liberty.  One  of  the  highest  quality,  most  attractive  examples  of  this 
popular  and  beautiful  design  that  we  have  handled  recently. 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens’  High  Relief  design  for  the  double  eagle 
has  justifiably  been  praised  as  the  most  beautiful  and  artistic  regular 
issue  U.S.  coin.  Unfortunately,  it  was  not  a convenient  design  from 
the  standpoint  of  production  or  commercial  usage  and  it  was  quickly 
discontinued  after  only  1 1,250  were  struck.  Because  of  its  beauty  and 
rarity,  this  has  long  been  one  of  the  most  desirable  and  sought  after 
U.S.  gold  coins  and  gems  such  as  this  having  recently  been  realizing 
five  figure  prices.

This  lovely  coin  is  virtually 
mint  state  with  just  a few  light  handling  marks  and  one  small  obverse  edge 
bruise  at  4 o’clock.  Sharply  struck  with  very  little  evidence  of  circulation.

Beautiful  satin 
surfaces  that  are  nearly  blemish  free.  The  color  is  superb  rose  gold  with  a tinge 
of  pastel  green  about  the  periphery  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  strike  is 
nearly  perfect  with  only  the  slightest  softness  on  Miss  Liberty’s  breast  and  knee.

“In  the  Dominion  of  Canada  Currency  Act  of  1910,  which 
received  Royal  Assent  on  the  4th  of  May,  1910,  provision 
was  made  for  the  striking  of  a Canadian  silver  dollar.  The 
schedule  appended  to  the  Act  specified  a coin  of  360 
grains  weight  and  a standard  fineness  of  .925  silver.  The 
Dominion  Government,  having  decided  to  add  a silver 
dollar  to  the  coinage,  purchased  a new  coining  press  from 
Taylor  and  Challen  of  Birmingham,  England,  for  the 
express  purpose  of  striking  coins  of  this  size.  A pair  of 
dies  for  the  new  coin  were  prepared  by  the  Die  and  Medal 
Department  of  the  Royal  Mint,  London,  and  at  least  two 
specimens  were  struck.  When  cases  were  prepared  for 
the  specimen  sets  of  the  first  Canadian  coinage  of  George 
V,  a space  was  left  for  the  dollar.  Later,  however,  the 
Dominion  authorities  decided  against  the  issue  of  a silver 
dollar  at  that  time,  although  no  reason  was  given  for  this 
decision. "

j In  our  opinion,  the  1911  Canadian  Dollar  is  one  of  the  world's  most 

famous  and  desirable  silver  coins.  Only  two  specimens  were  struck  in 
silver  and  the  other  one  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Royal  Mint 
Collection  in  London,  England.  There  is  also  one  known  specimen 
struck  in  lead  that  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  National 
Currency  Collection  at  the  Bank  of  Canada.  This  means,  of  course, 
that  the  piece  offered  here  is  the  only  1911  Canadian  Dollar  available 
to  collectors. 

This  coin  is  the  John  L.  McKay-Clements  specimen  that  was  sold 
with  Mr.  McKay-Clements’  collection  at  the  Ontario  Numismatic 
Association  Auction  in  May  1976.  It  is  thought  to  have  been  in  the 
possession  of  an  English  family  until  1960  when  it  sold  privately 
by  the  English  numismatic  firm,  Seaby’s.  It  passed  through  several 
intermediaries  before  Mr.  McKay-Clements  acquired  it  in  1963.  At  the 
ONA  Auction  in  1976,  the  coin  sold  for  $110,000  to  Douglas  Robins 
who  sold  it  later  that  year  to  the  present  consignor  for  a reported 
$135,000. 

Considering  this  coin’s  extreme  rarity  and  superb  quality  as  well  as 
its  status  as  the  most  famous  and  desirable  coin  from  a major  and 
popular  nation,  this  price  seems  very  low  to  us  and  we  would  not  be 
surprised  to  see  a winning  bid  close  to  the  $200,000  level.  (Est.

"In  our  opinion  the  1827  Original  was  probably  made  in  limited  numbers  for 
presentation.  It  was  standard  Mint  practice  to  use  dies  until  they  were  worn 
out.  The  coinage  figures  for  any  given  year  had  to  reflect  the  number  and 
value  of  the  pieces  struck.  The  dating  of  the  coins,  however,  was  the  business 
of  the  Coining  Department  and  not  the  Accounting  Department  at  the  Mint. 
Coins  were  struck  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  who  was  informed  of  the  needs  of  the  commercial  world.  There 
was  apparently  no  call  for  (juarters  in  1826  and  none  were  struck.  It  is  reason- 
ably probable,  therefore,  that  almost  all  the  4,000  quarters  recorded  as  being 
struck  in  1827  actually  bore  the  date  1825  because  the  dies  left  over  from  that 
year  were  still  in  useable  condition.

Sets  of  this  calibre  sell  substantially  in  excess  of  catalogue  and  in  or- 
der to  assist  you  in  determining  their  current  values,  we  have  averaged 
the  prices  realized  of  major  public  auctions,  trends,  and  advertisements, 
and  find  that  at  least  twice  the  current  Guidebook  would  approximate 
their  current  selling  price.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  qual- 
ity, rarity  and  desirability  of  these  important  numismatic  items.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  three  auction  appearances  repre- 
senting only  two  coins.  In  fact,  it  only  appeared  twice  at  Public  Auction  (the 
Belden  Roach  sale  was  a Mail  Bid  Sale). 

In  1956  when  we  purchased  this  coin  (as  an  agent)  at  the  1956  A.N.A.  Sale, 
we  had  always  hoped  that  we  would  have  the  opportunity  of  offering  it  for 
sale  as  this  is  one  of  the  very  few  coins  we  have  not  been  privileged  to  sell  at 
Public  Auction  up  to  this  point.

EXTREMELY  RARE  1828  HALF  EAGLE

817  1828  From  Paramount’s  Davies-Niewoehner  Sale  (lot  561)  where  it  was  de- 

scribed as  follows:  "1828  Perfect  Date.  Unc-65  + . Boldly  struck  in  deep  yel- 
low gold.  Perfectly  centered  with  broad  even  denticles  all  the  way  around  on 
both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  coin  is  mostly  frosty  but  there  is  a definite 
prooflike  surface  around  the  head  giving  the  coin  a stunning  cameo-like  ap- 
pearance. A few  extremely  minor  handling  marks  in  the  fields  do  not  take 
this  superb  coin  out  of  the  Gem  class.  The  1828  is  certainly  one  of  the  rarest  of 
all  U.  S.  gold  coins  and  this  is  the  first  specimen  to  be  offered  for  sale  at  auc- 
tion since  the  Kreisberg-Schulman-Cohen  sale  of  1967.  In  the  last  half  century 
the  1828  Perfect  Date  half  eagle  has  appeared  at  auction  a mere  fourteen 
times  and,  as  was  the  case  with  the  1827,  many  of  these  were  reappearances 
of  the  same  coins.  At  the  fabulous  Dunham  sale,  B.  Max  Mehl  devoted  an  en- 
tire page  of  the  catalogue  to  the  1828  perfect  date  half  eagle.  Here  are  some 
of  Mr.  Mehl’s  comments:  'There  has  been  so  much  limelight  directed  on  the 
great  rarity  of  the  1815, 1819  and  1822  half  eagles,  while  justly  so,  that  the  ex- 
cessive rarity  of  the  1828  half  eagle  and  a few  of  the  other  extremely  rare 
dates  of  the  half  eagles  of  the  1820’s  has  been  overlooked.  The  record  of  the 
1828  half  eagle  is  just  as  impressive  and  proves  it  to  be  just  about  as  rare  as 
the  1819  and  a close  neighbor  in  rarity  and  value  to  the  1815.  It  can  readily  be 
noted  that  during  the  past  fifty  years,  there  were  just  as  few,  if  not  fewer, 
1828  half  eagles  offered  than  were  offered  of  the  1815  and  of  the  1819.  I feel 
now,  as  I always  felt  regarding  the  excessive  rarity  of  the  1828  half  eagle, 
that  it  is  just  as  rare  and  just  as  difficult  to  obtain  and  is  as  seldom  offered 
and  certainly  about  on  a par  in  value  with  the  1815  and  1819  half  eagles.’ 

"At  Stack’s  sale  of  the  Wolfson  Collection  in  1962,  they  also  devoted  a full 
page  to  the  1828  Perfect  Date  half  eagle  and  echoed  the  earlier  comments  of 
Mr.  Mehl.  The  1828  half  eagle  is  held  in  the  high  esteem  that  is  reserved  for 
few  other  coins  in  American  numismatics.  Probably  less  than  ten  specimens 
are  known  and  a number  of  these  are  permanently  impounded  in  museums  or 
estates.  Of  those  remaining  potentially  available  to  collectors,  I feel  quite 
confident  in  stating  that  none  could  surpass  this  gem  in  quality  and  I think 
that  a new  record  auction  price  for  a U.  S.  half  eagle  will  be  realized  when  this 
great  rarity  is  sold.’’

We  would  like  to  quote  the  following  historical  background  excerpted  from 
David  Akers’  excellent  book  entitled,  "United  States  Gold  Patterns.” 

"Comments:  The  efforts  to  introduce  a metric  coinage  to  replace  the  troy 
system  of  weights  resulted  in  the  production  of  this  metric  double  eagle  pat- 
tern, or  'quintuple  stella’  as  it  is  sometimes  called.  This  pattern  was  the  work 
of  Dr.  Wheeler  Hubbell,  who  had  patented  the  goloid  metal,  and  was  enthu- 
siastically endorsed  by  the  Coinage  Committee,  headed  by  Alexander 
Stephens  of  Georgia. 

"In  their  report,  the  Committee  stated  that  'The  advantages  of  this  metric 
gold  coin  are  that  the  gold  is  even  30  grams,  the  silver  even  1.5  grams,  the 
copper  3.5  grams.  The  gold  therefore  is  standard  .9  fine  and  the  silver  .9  fine  in 
the  coin,  and  the  total  weight  is  even  35  grams,  and  is  precisely  $20  in  value. 
The  superiority  of  the  metal  for  constancy  in  value  is  strikingly  shown  by  the 
fact  that  although  it  measures  the  same  in  diameter  on  a plane  as  the  binary 
$20  coin,  it  (the  metric)  is  24  grains  heavier,  or  540.25  plus  grains  in  weight, 
showing  as  well  as  in  the  rich  orange  color  its  superiority  for  practical  use,  as 
it  flows  with  a sharper  and  more  distinct  finish  into  the  dies.’  (Adams  and 
Woodin,  1959,  p.  172.)  In  the  April,  1879  volume  of  the  'American  Journal  of 
Numismatics’,  a brief  paragraph  appeared  commenting  on  the  attractive  ap- 
pearance of  the  new  design.  'A  new  twenty-dollar  metric  gold  coin  has  been 
shown  by  Mr.  Stephens.  It  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  ever 
executed.’  However,  despite  the  glowing  report  by  the  Coinage  Committee 
and  the  favorable  comments  on  the  coin’s  appearance,  the  metric  double  eagle 
was  not  adopted  by  Congress.” 

Although  listed  as  a high  Rarity  7 (4-6  known),  there  are  only  four  speci- 
mens that  David  Akers  could  positively  trace.  The  specimen  offered  here  is  a 
Brilliant  Proof  with  some  light  hairlines.

AUGUSTUS  HUMBERT,  UNITED  STATES  ASSAYER 


By  1850  the  unsupervised  issues  of  private  gold  coins  and  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining  the  real 
value  of  raw  gold,  were  having  an  unsettling  economic  effect  in  California.  The  State  representatives 
in  Congress  pressed  for  the  establishment  of  a United  States  branch  mint  in  San  Francisco  as  soon  as 
possible.  When  it  became  obvious  that  immediate  action  would  not  be  taken,  a compromise  was 
reached.  On  September  30,  1850  Congress  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  make  a contract 
with  an  established  assayer  in  California  to  assay  new  gold  and  prepare  ingots  of  known  weight  and 
fineness.  Moffat  & Co.  was  virtually  the  only  firm  qualified  to  do  the  work  and  was  awarded  the  con- 
tract. At  the  same  time  Augustus  Humbert  of  New  York  was  appointed  United  States  Assayer  to  su- 
pervise the  technical  aspects  of  the  operation. 

The  Assay  Office  was  a temporary  expedient  to  fill  an  urgent  need  until  a branch  mint  could  be  au- 
thorized. Moffat  & Co.  took  immediate  steps  to  expand  their  facilities,  moving  to  larger  quarters  on 
Commercial  Street  adjacent  to  Montgomery  Street,  and  ceased  issuing  coins  under  their  own  name. 
On  January  29,  1851  they  publicly  advertised  that,  ''on  or  about  the  first  of  February  ensuing  we  will 
be  prepared  to  receive  gold  dust  for  smelting  and  assaying,  and  fot'ming  the  same  into  ingots  and 
bars,  in  accordance  with  our  recent  contract  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury— under  the  super- 
vision of  the  United  States  Assayer,  Augustus  Humbert,  Esq.,  who  will  cause  the  United  States  stamp 
to  be  affi.xed  to  the  same.” 

Humbert  arrived  in  town  on  January  30  or  31,  1851.  The  initial  octagonal  $50  gold  coin  must  have 
been  struck  on  either  of  these  days  because  the  February  1 edition  of  the  San  Francisco,  ''Pacific 
News”  announced  that  ''The  dies  for  this  purpose  have  been  procured  and  the  first  coin  produced  by 
them  was  shown  to  us  yesterday.”  The  promptness  with  which  the  original  octagonal  slug  was  made 
can  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  Humbert  had  taken  steps  to  have  the  dies  and  collars  prepared  be- 
fore leaving  New  York  by  C.  C.  Wright,  whose  name  appears  on  a trial  striking  in  copper. 

The  regular  production  of  the  $50.00  ingots  in  quantity  began  on  February  14,  1851.  They  met  one 
vital  commercial  need  the  mixed  issues  of  private  gold  had  not  been  able  to  fulfill.  As  a form  of  emer- 
gency U.  S.  Coin,  they  were  accepted  by  the  government  at  full  face  value  in  payment  for  all  Customs 
duties.

KELLOGG  & CO. 

Kellogg  & Co.  was  one  of  the  respected,  and  among  the  last,  of  the  private  mints  to  operate  in  Cali- 
fornia. John  G.  Kellogg  of  Auburn,  New  York  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  October  12,  1849.  He  imme- 
diately went  to  work  for  Moffat  & Co.  and  stayed  on  when  the  firm  was  reorganized  as  Curtis,  Perry  & 
Ward  to  operate  as  the  U.  S.  Assaj  Office  of  Gold.  When  the  Assay  Office  closed  in  December  1853, 
Kellogg  opened  his  own  assaying  business,  aided  by  G.  F.  Richter  who  also  had  been  employed  by  the 
U.  S.  Assay  Office.  The  new  partnership  was  approved  by  Augustus  Humbert  who  strongly  com- 
mended them  "to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  public.”  Humbert  never  had  any  reason  to  re- 
gret his  recommendation. 

The  scarcity  of  gold  coins  with  which  to  carry  on  ordinary  business  was  as  marked  as  ever.  The  As- 
say Office  was  in  the  progress  of  being  transformed  into  the  new  Branch  Mint  and  none  of  the  other 
private  mints  were  any  longer  in  operation,  with  good  reason.  In  January  1854  the  principal  busi- 
nessmen of  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento  petitioned  Kellogg  and  Richter  to  issue  coins  of  their  own. 
This  they  agreed  to  do,  with  their  first  coin  appearing  in  February  1854.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  February 
20  to  December  4,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions  ever  held  in  the  United 
States  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  Forty-four  States,  United  States 
Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  represented. 

The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition  are  among  the  most  in- 
teresting of  the  United  States  Commemorative  issues.  Among  them  were  two 
Fifty  Dollar  gold  pieces,  the  only  coins  of  that  denomination  to  be  issued  by 
the  United  States  Government. 

The  San  Francisco  Mint  prepared  approximately  1,500  sets  of  the  1915 
Commemoratives,  but  only  483  were  actually  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The  bal- 
ance was  returned  to  the  mint  for  remelting.  Of  the  small  group  of  sets  to 
come  on  the  market,  we  doubt  if  half  the  original  number  exist  today.  Priced 
at  a mere  $200.00  some  sixty  years  ago,  their  value  has  increased  to  the  point 
where  they  are  quoted  at  150  times  that  in  today’s  market.  Apart  from  their 
historical  and  artistic  interest,  the  Panama-Pacific  coins  have  proven  to  be  an 
excellent  investment.

However, 
Eric  Newman  has  established  that  the  coins  were  struck  on  larger  and  heavier  plan- 
chets  originally  intended  for  Irish  halfpence.  A true  “find”  for  the  colonial  specialist.

1046  1879-0  From  our  1973  CSNS  Auction  Sale  (Lot  #302)  where  it  was  described  as 

follows: 

1879-0  BRANCH  MINT  PROOF!  New  Orleans  Mint  records  show  that 
ONLY  1 2 pieces  were  struck  for  the  re-opening  of  the  mint  on  February  20, 
1879.  The  existence  of  these  Proofs  was  confirmed  in  an  1884  numismatic 
publication,  however  no  specimen  was  seen  in  the  numismatic  world  until 
the  1920’s  when  Wayte  Raymond  reportedly  saw  one,  the  location  of  which 
has  since  been  lost.  This  specimen,  possibly  the  one  seen  by  Raymond,  is 
accompanied  by  the  letter  of  authentication  by  Walter  Breen  that  reads: 

“This  certifies  that  I have  examined  the  accompanying  1879-0  silver 
dollar  and  that  I UNHESITANTLY  DECLARE  IT  AN  AUTHENTIC 
PROOF  and  one  of  the  12  minted  to  commemorate  the  reopening  of  the 
New  Orleans  Mint  on  February  20,  1879.  On  detailed  comparison  with 
other  1879-0  silver  dollars,  both  normal  and  Proof-like,  and  on 
comparison  with  the  die  variety  date  in  the  Van  Allen  and  Mallis  book, 
MORGAN  DOLLAR  DIE  VARIETIES,  my  findings  are  as  follows:  This 
coin  is  not  identical  to  any  of  the  varieties  listed  in  the  book,  being 
distinguished  by  recutting  in  the  lower  parts  of  both  8 and  9.  This  alone 
would  not  suffice  to  establish  that  it  is  not  from  one  of  the  commonly 
recognized  dies  used  in  this  year,  and  it  does  provide  help  in  identification 
of  any  future  alleged  1879-0  Proof,  as  it  is  presumed  that  only  one  pair  of 
dies  was  used  through  the  limited  issue.  Far  more  important  in  establishing 
the  Proof  status  of  this  coin  is  the  processing  that  was  given  to  the  dies,  the 
planchet,  and  the  method  of  striking.  Under  high  magnification,  I find  that 
the  planchet  and  both  dies  were  given  uniform  polish  over  the  complete 
fields  without  any  interruptions  of  other  kinds  in  this  polished  surface.  I 
find  also  that  the  type  of  surface  given  to  the  dies  is  similar  in  every  way  to 
that  given  to  Philadelphia  Mint  Proofs  of  the  period,  and  to  every  known 
New  Orleans  Mint  Proof,  such  as  Harry  Forman’s  1883-0  Proof  dollar 
which  appeared  at  auction  a few  years  ago.  I find  that  this  piece  was  given  a 
minimum  of  two  impressions  from  the  working  dies  in  order  to  bring  out 
additional  detail  not  visible  on  any  ordinaryl  Uncirculated  1879-0  silver 
dollar.  This  detail  is  readily  apparent  on  comparison  with  any  ordinary 
Uncirculated  Morgan  dollar  of  any  date  and  is  entirely  comparable  to  that 
found  on  Philadelphia  Proof  silver  dollars.  Attention  is  especially  directed 
to  the  extreme  sharpness  of  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers,  claws,  legs,  inner 
details  of  leaves,  hairs  on  Miss  Liberty’s  head  and  the  sprigs  of  vegetables 
adorning  her  cap.  The  reverse  border  is  at  least  equal  in  quality  of  definition 
to  that  of  any  Philadelphia  Mint  Proof  and  superior  to  some  even  after 
Proof  only  dates  such  as  1875.  There  is  a partial  knife  rim  as  is  common  to 
the  vast  majority  of  Proofs.  The  obverse  border,  although  not  absolutely 
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equal  to  the  reverse  border  in  quality  of  definition  is  nevertheless  found  to 
be  comparable  to  that  on  many  of  the  Proofs  minted  in  the  period. 

For  these  reasons  I conclude  without  any  margin  for  doubt  that  this  piece 
was  intentionally  made  as  a Proof  and  its  importance  lies  in  the  fact  of  its 
having  been  manufactured  for  a known  historical  occasion,  namely,  the 
re-opening  of  the  Mint.  It  is,  therefore,  comparable  in  its  important  to 
Bruce  Todd’s  1893  Carson  City  Proof  dollar,  of  which  the  same  number  of 
specimens  were  minted  on  the  occasion  of  the  closing  of  the  Carson  City 
Mint.  It  is  at  present  equal  not  only  in  absolute  rarity  to  the  latter — in  that  12 
of  each  were  made  — but  also  in  that  these  are  the  only  specimens  located  of 
either  one  to  date,  though  one  or  two  more  had  been  known  to  rumor. 

This  coin  can  be  identified  by  a minute  lint  mark,  convex  upwards, 
directly  below  the  lower  beak  of  the  eagle,  and  slightly  above  a point 
midway  between  the  beak  and  claws  and  the  shoulder  vertically  below.  The 
lint  mark  results  from  a tiny  fragment  of  fibre  adhering  to  the  surface  of  a 
die  because  of  static  electricity  either  in  the  polishing  operation  or  the 
striking.  It  does  not  constitute  an  impairment. 

If  I were  asked  to  place  a value  on  this  coin  I would  be  forced  to  say  that  I 
would  consider  it  of  at  least  equal  value  to  Bruce  Todd’s  1893-CC  Proof 
Dollar.  Because  of  the  documented  historical  circumstances  of  its 
manufacture  1 consider  it  one  of  the  most  important  Branch  Mint  Proofs 
ever  to  come  upon  the  market.

#753)  from  whose  description  we  quote  the  following: 

1893-CC  The  issuance  of  this  OUTSTANDING  NUMISMATIC 
RARITY  has  long  been  known.  Wayte  Raymond  listed  it  in  his  Standard 
Catalogue  as  has  Don  Taxay  in  his  Comprehensive  Catalogue.  There  were 
supposedly  12  pieces  struck  during  the  closing  ceremonies  of  the  Carson 
City  Mint  in  1893,  and  distributed  to  dignitaries  present.  This  is  the  FIRST 
SPECIMEN  to  be  located  and  offered  for  public  sale!  Wayte  Raymond 
reportedly  had  seen  one  specimen,  the  location  of  which  remains  a mystery, 
and  it  is  possible  that  this  is  the  specimen  that  he  saw.  This  piece  is 
accompanied  by  a letter  of  Authentication  issued  by  Walter  Breen,  dated 
August  14,1972.  The  letter  reads  in  part. 

“This  certifies  that  1 have  examined  the  accompanying  coin,  and  that  1 
UNHESITATINGLY  DECLARE  IT  A GENUINE  1893-CC  PROOF 
DOLLAR.  Were  this  coin  without  a mintmark,  nobody  could  question  its 
proof  state.  It  has  every  earmark  of  the  genuine  article:  frosty  devices 
brought  up  more  sharply  than  on  normal  business  strikes;  struck  at  least 
twice  (as  normally  on  proofs)  from  brilliantly  repolished  dies  on  a highly 
polished  blank.  Border  details  are  as  clear  as  on  many  Philadelphia  (and 
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N.O.  and  S.F.)  proofs,  clearer  than  on  many  uncs.,  surpassed  only  by  the 
most  carefully  minted  proofs. 

I had  heard  of  the  original  12  proof  1893-CC  dollars,  coined  for 
distribution  at  the  ceremony  closing  the  Carson  City  mint,  from  Wayte 
Raymond  (1951)  who  had  seen  at  least  one  from  that  source.  This  listing 
was  carried  in  the  Standard  Catalogue  of  U.S.  Coins  through  its  final 
edition  (1957),  though  at  that  time  nobody  had  managed  to  trace  any 
examples  aside  from  one  Wayte  Raymond  had  earlier  encountered  . . . 

The  dies,  incidentally,  differ  from  the  regularly  listed  1893-CC  varieties 
in  Van  Allen’s  book,  largely  in  faint  cracks,  peculiar  3 (trace  of  extra  curve 
at  right  betwen  loops)  and  position  of  CC  mintmark.  At  present  it  is  the 
ONLY  ONE  1 HAVE  SEEN,  and  I cannot  exclude  the  possibility  that  it  is 
the  one  Wayte  Raymond  had  seen  sometime  prior  to  World  War  II.”

This  dollar  has  a Superb  Mirror  surface  with  great  depth  to  it,  and 
beautifully  frosty  devices.  The  coin  is  permanently  identified  by  a tiny  rim 
bruise  opposite  the  fourth  star  on  the  left  . . . and  is  the  RAREST  OF  ALL 
MORGAN  DOLLARS,  and  certainly  the  RAREST  OF  ALL  CARSON 
CITY  COINAGE,  surpassing  even  the  1876-CC  Twenty  Cent  Pieceandthe 
1870-CC  Double  Eagle  . . . 

At  the  time  that  this  description  was  written,  this  was  the  only  1893-CC 
Dollar  that  had  been  verified  as  a Proof.  However,  in  Breen’s  book  on  U.S. 
Proof  coins,  he  lists  three  other  specimens  as  now  being  known,  although 
one  of  them  has  not  been  documented.  Of  the  pieces  known,  though,  this 
easily  has  to  rank  as  THE  FINEST  KNOWN,  and  as  such  should  realize  a 
price  commensurate  with  its  obvious  rarity  and  incomparable  quality  — far 
more  than  the  $ 1 8,000  it  realized  over  six  years  ago,  before  the  Silver  Dollar 
market  even  came  close  to  reaching  the  level  of  activity  and  interest  it  now 
enjoys.

Actually,  the  entire  1813-1834  series  of 
Half  Eagles  is,  in  itself,  teeming  with  rarities  since  only  a minute  .05%  of  the 
total  original  mintage  of  all  dates  is  estimated  to  have  survived.  Most  of  the 
coinage  of  this  period  saw  almost  instantaneous  melting,  as  the  coins  were 
worth  more  as  bullion  than  their  face  value.  The  1819  must  rank  behind 
only  the  1825/4  (2  known),  the  1822  (3  known)  and  the  1815 
(approximately  12  known)  as  LESS  THAN  20  SPECIMENS  of  the  date 
are  known  to  exist.  B.  Max  Mehl  regarded  the  1819  as  being  as  rare,  if  not 
rarer,  than  the  1815,  even  though  the  latter  had  long  been  held  in  higher 
reverence.  There  have  been  only  about  17  auction  appearances  by  this  date 
in  the  past  40  years.  Since  probably  only  10  coins  were  involved  in  those 
appearances,  the  estimate  of  20  known  specimens  might  be  somewhat 
exaggerated.  The  presently-offered  specimen  is  EXTREMELY  FINE  with 
some  mint  luster  in  evidence,  even  though  it  was  apparently  lightly  cleaned 
at  some  time.  There  has  also  been  a light  scratch  removed  from  the  field 
behind  the  head.  We  recognize  the  importance  of  this  true  Numismatic 
Classic,  and  are  certainly  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  it  for  your 
consideration  in  this  historic  sale.

Breen  makes  special  mention  that  this  specimen 
possesses  a “different  finish  from  any  of  foregoing”  (Proofs),  so  it  is 
extremely  likely  that  it  is  UNIQUE  among  all  other  knowm  presentation 
strikings.  It  certainly  represents  a distinct  opportunity  for  the  gold 
specialist,  and  when  combined  with  the  previous  lot  as  a pair,  should 
generate  spirited  bidding.

shield  surrounded  by  legend  and  value.  The  entire  design  somewhat  similar  in  its 
overall  appearance  to  the  Double  Eagle  ($20.00  Gold)  of  the  period. 

A coin  of  this  massive  size  was  first  suggested  for  striking  by  the  U.S.  Mint  by 
Senator  William  M.  Gwin  of  California.  In  1854,  he  proposed  that  Congress  authorize 
the  striking  of  $100,  $50,  and  $25  Gold  pieces  which  would  have  been  known  as  a 
“Union,”  “Half  Union”  and  “Quarter  Union,”  respectively.  This  proposal  was  based 
on  the  demand  by  San  Francisco  merchants  and  bankers  for  large  denomination 
pieces  that  would  make  counting  quicker  and  more  convenient. 

Although  the  bill  passed  the  Senate,  it  failed  to  pass  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  it  is  unknown  why  dies  were  not  prepared  until  some  23  years  later  for  even  a 
pattern  issue  of  the  $50  denomination  (George  T.  Morgan  had  made  sketches  for  a 
$100  coin  in  1876,  one  year  earlier  than  the  presently-offered  piece  was  struck. 
Could  there  have  been  an  anticipation  of  a large  gold  coin  being  struck  in  honor  of 
America’s  Centennial,  or  was  the  reason  strictly  for  the  convenience  of  California 
interests,  as  before?). 

In  any  case,  two  different  obverse,  and  one  reverse,  dies  were  made  of  the  $50  piece 
and  patterns  struck  from  each  of  the  two  combinations.  One  each  was  struck  in  Gold, 
and  those  two  Unique  patterns  now  reside  in  the  U.S.  Mint  Collection  at  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  The  story  of  those  specimens,  and  their  “re-acquisition”  by 
the  Mint  from  William  H.  Woodin  in  exchange  for  some  “trunks  full  of  patterns,” 
would  take  several  pages  of  copy. 

There  were  also  struck,  in  copper,  a few  trial  pieces  of  each  design.  The  Judd 
reference  work  lists  this  specimen  (J-1549)  as  a RARITY  8 item,  indicating  that 
ONLY  2 OR  3 were  known  to  exist  (although  Scott’s  catalogue  shows  five  pieces 
known,  with  the  possibility  of  a sixth  being  mentioned).  We  can  account  for  three: 
one  of  which  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution;  another 
which  appeared  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy’s  auction  of  the  Fairfield  Collection;  and  the 
piece  we  offer  here  — a CHOICE  PROOF  — and  the  ONLY  AVAILABLE 
originally-gilt  specimen  that  we  are  aware  of.

THE  CELEBRATED  AND  EXCESSIVELY  RARE 
BRASHER  “DOUBLOON” 


1433  1787  Brasher  Gold  “Doubloon.”  Obverse:  The  central  design  shows  the  sun  rising  over 

mountains  with  a river  (the  sea?)  in  the  foreground  and  BRASHER  below,  all  within 
a beaded  circle.  Around  the  border  is  the  legend  NOVA  EBORACA  COLUMBIA 
EXCELSIOR  (“New  York  and  America,  ever  upwards”)  punctuated  with 
quatrefoils.  Reverse:  An  upright  eagle,  with  shield  on  breast,  holding  arrows  in  its  left 
talon  and  an  olive  branch  in  its  right;  thirteen  stars  around  the  head;  all  within  a 
wreath  of  twin  olive  leaves.  Around  the  border  is  the  legend  UNUM  * E * 
PLURIBUS  (“One  composed  of  many”)  and  the  date,  1787,  which  has  quatrefoils  to 
its  left  and  right.  E»B  hallmark  in  oval  punched  on  eagle’s  right  wing,  apparently 
applied  while  the  coin  was  still  in  the  diesincethere  is  no  corresponding  flattening  on 
the  obverse.  Edge:  Plain.  Weight:  407.405  grains. 

The  story  of  this  coin  must  certainly  start  with  that  of  its  creator,  Ephraim  Brasher, 
a goldsmith,  silversmith  and  jeweler  from  New  York.  Due  to  the  nature  of  his 
business,  and  the  fact  that  he  had  the  knowledge  and  (apparently)  the  equipment  to 
do  so,  he  petitioned  the  New  York  State  Assembly  on  February  11,  1787  to 
manufacture  circulating  coppers  for  the  state.  This  request  was  not  acted  upon, 
however,  but  forms  the  basis  for  one  of  the  accepted  theories  on  the  origin  of  the 
Brasher  Doubloon,  itself. 

Let  us  revert,  for  a moment,  to  the  monetary  conditions  that  were  in  effect  at  the 
time  of  the  Doubloon’s  manufacture.  The  problem  with  a lack  of  circulating  coin  did 
not  center  around  gold  and  silver,  for,  with  the  exception  of  the  war  years,  there 
seemed  to  be  an  adequate  supply  of  coins  of  those  metals  to  satisfy  the  needs  of 
commerce.  And  although  there  was  a wide  variety  of  types  and  sizes  to  be  found,  it 
was  not  terribly  difficult  to  establish  the  value  of  a particular  piece  simply  by 
weighing  it  and  knowing  its  purity  (several  lists  had  been  published  by  banks  and 
State  Legislatures  which  gave  this  information). 

Therefore,  the  main  question  still  poses  itself.  If  there  was  no  apparent  scarcity  of 
circulating  gold  coins,  why  was  the  Doubloon  made?  Since  there  is  no  hard  i 
documentary  evidence  that  survives,  conjecture  has  led  to  the  following:  was  the  coin  ! 
a pattern  for  Brasher’s  proposed  New  York  copper  coinage  (possibly  a cent);  was  the 
coin  intended  for  circulation  as  a gold  piece;  or,  was  it  struck  strictly  as  a souvenir 
piece? 

The  second  of  these  questions  can  probably  be  answered  rather  decisively  — 
negative  — since:  1)  there  was  no  lack  of  circulating  gold;  2)  acceptance  of  a “new” 
gold  coin  with  unfamiliar  designs  would  most  likely  not  be  widespread;  and  3)  only  a 
handful  of  survivors  indicate  that  the  original  mintage  was  not  as  large  as  it  should  i 
have  been  had  the  piece  been  intended  for  circulation.  ■ 

The  first  and  third  queries,  rather,  are  combined  to  show  the  most  likely  theory  as 
to  the  Doubloon’s  reason  for  manufacture.  Remember  that  Brasher  had  asked  the  I 
New  York  State  Assembly  for  license  to  coin  coppers  for  circulation.  Anticipating 
that  permission  may  be  granted,  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  he  made  up  (or  caused  to  j 
have  executed)  dies  so  that  he  could  provide  the  Assembly  with  samples  of  his  work  in  ; 
the  event  the  proceedings  went  that  far.  It  is  doubtful  that  GOLD“trial  pieces”  would 
have  been  struck,  though,  but  this  explanation  lends  credibility  to  the  reason  of 
the  origin  of  the  dies  themselves.  After  all,  the  diameter  of  the  Doubloon  is  similar  to  | 
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that  of  many  other  contemporary  circulating  coppers,  and  if  a general  coinage  was 
planned,  the  piece  doubtless  would  have  been  struck  on  a wider  and  thinner  planchet 
more  closely  resembling  the  size  of  its  Spanish  (et  al)  counterpart  that  enjoyed  a 
somewhat  free  circulation.  The  coin  also  has  a plain  edge  — something  that  would 
not  logically  have  been  done  since  “shaving”  or  filing  would  have  quickly  rendered 
the  coin’s  “standard  value”  as  useless. 

The  logical  conclusion,  then,  is  that  the  coins  were  minted  by  Brasher  to  be  sold  as 
souvenirs.  Brasher’s  shop  was  located  at  1,  Cherry-street  (as  listed  in  the  1787  New 
York  Directory),  directly  next  door  to  the  “first  White  House”  where  George 
Washington  lived  from  his  inauguration  in  April,  1789  until  February,  1790.  When 
important  persons  came  to  town.  Brasher  now  had  something  to  offer  (other  than  his 
expensive  hand-made  silverware)  that  had  a real,  tangible  value.  For  about  $16,  they 
could  purchase  a gold  piece,  complete  with  the  famous  and  treasured  hallmark  of  a 
well-known  craftsman,  that  was  a true  souvenir  of  their  visit  to  New  York.  This  might 
account  for  the  fact  that  at  least  three  of  the  seven  known  Doubloons  were  discovered 
in  Philadelphia. 

That  brings  us  to  the  number  of  known  Brasher  Doubloons,  and  their  pedigrees. 
The  listing  is  basically  taken  from  Walter  Breen’s  compilation,  which  appeared  as  a 
monograph  in  the  1958  A.N.S.  Centennial  Publication.  The  pedigrees  have  been 
updated,  as  necessary,  and  an  additional  piece  (unknown  to  Breen  at  the  time  the 
article  was  prepared)  is  shown. 

I.  Smithsonian  Institution,  on  loan  from  U.S.  Mint  Collection;  probably 
one  of  the  pieces  saved  by  Adam  Eckfeldt  from  among  a group  of  gold 
pieces  sent  in  for  assay)  as  coiner  and  presented  by  him  to  the  Mint 
Collection  in  1838.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  most  worn  of  the 
doubloons.

The  piece  which  we  are  pleased  and  proud  to  offer  here  is  No.  H,  the  Capitol  Coin 
Company  specimen  which  previously  appeared  ast  Lot  #374  in  the  May  2,  1922  B. 
Max  Mehl  sale  of  the  James  Ten  Eyck  Collection  (and  the  LAST  time  that  a Brasher 
Doubloon  appeared  at  Public  Auction  — OVER  57  YEARS  AGO!).  It  represents  a 
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distinct  opportunity  to  acquire  THIS  TRUE  CLASSIC  AMERICAN  RARITY, 
and  ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  SPECIMENS  at  that!  The  coin  grades  a 
strong  CHOICE  ABOUT  UNCIRCULATED  with  virtually  full  original  luster  and 
hints  of  Proof-like  brilliance  in  evidence.  The  impression  is  quite  bold,  with  only  a 
minute  bit  of  flatness  on  the  highest  relief  point  of  the  sun  and  mountain  due  to  the 
inability  of  the  planchet  metal  to  completely  fill  the  die.  The  corresponding  area  on 
the  reverse,  though,  is  very  sharp  with  all  the  stripes  in  the  shield  and  practically  every 
one  of  the  feathers  standing  out  sharply.  In  short,  we  concur  wholeheartedly  with  the 
description  that  appeared  in  the  Ten  Eyck  (and  Davis)  catalogue  as;  “.  . . evenly 
struck  impressiori,  barely  touched  by  circulation  ...”  A rim  mark,  which  serves  to 
permanently  identify  this  specimen,  appears  on  the  upper  reverse  edge  near  the  P in 
“Pluribus.” 

We  are  certain  that  this  coin  will  realize  a price  somewhere  in  the  mid-six  figure 
range  in  keeping  with  its  RARITY,  HISTORICAL  IMPORTANCE  and 
DESIRABILITY.  For  reference  only,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  in  the  Ten  Eyck 
sale,  an  1875  $3  Gold  piece  realized  $525.00  while  AN  1804  DOLLAR  fetched 
$840.00  — the  Brasher  Doubloon  brought  an  impressive  $3000.001!  Whatever  price 
prevails  at  the  final  fall  of  the  gavel,  though,  the  new  owner  will,  without  question,  be 
able  to  place  this  RARITY  at  the  very  top  of  his  list  of  holdings. 


VERY  RARE  BRASHER  COUNTERSTAMP 
BRAZILIAN  6400  REIS 


1434  1757  BRAZIL.  6400  Reis.  R(io)  Mint.  Friedberg  65.  Joseph  1.  Countermarked  with  a 

script  B on  eye,  this  attributed  to  Berbice (British  Guiana)  in  the  West  Indies.  The  EB 
counterstamp  appears  on  the  neck  over  a plug  that  was  inserted  prior  to  punching  in 
order  to  certify  that  the  coin  was  of  proper  weight  and  fineness. 

■ In  addition  to  striking  coins  of  his  own  design  and  manufacture,  Ephraim  Brasher, 

between  1787  and  1792,  received  foreign  coins  for  assay  on  assignment  from  the 
federal  goverment.  His  choice  was  a logical  one  for  two  reasons.  First,  he  was  a 
respected  metallurgist  (being  listed  in  the  1787  New  York  Directory  as  a member  of 
the  “Gold  and  Silver  Smith’s  Society”);  and,  second,  he  was  next-door  neighbor,  for  a 
time,  to  George  Washington  (political  influence  even  then  having  some  meaning, 
apparently). 

As  he  received  the  coins  for  assay,  he  would  test  them  by  the  “touchstone”  method 
(ie,  rub  the  edge  of  the  coin  against  a stone  and  test  the  resultant  filings  with  acid  to 
determine  the  metal’s  fineness.  The  marks  are  plainly  visible  on  the  edge  of  this  coin). 
He  would  then  insert  a “plug”  of  metal  into  the  coin  — to  bring  it  up  to  specified 
weight  and  purity  — and  punch  his  hallmark  over  the  plug  to  indicate  that  he  had 
tested  and  approved  the  piece. 

There  are  only  a handful  of  Brasher-counterstamped  coins  known.  Their 
• appearance  at  public  auction  is  a rare  occurrence,  and  the  fact  that  three  (including 

the  Brasher  doubloon)  appear  in  the  same  sale  represents  a landmark  unknown  by  us 
since  the  Ten  Eyck  sale  over  57  years  ago! 

This  very  interesting  and  historically  important  coin  grades  VERY  FINE  or  so, 
with  the  counterstamps  being  bold. 
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IMPORTANT  BRASHER 
COUNTERSTAMPED  GEORGE  II  GUINEA 


1435  1750  GREAT  BRITAIN.  One  Guinea.  Friedberg  209.  George  II.  Another  important 

foreign  gold  coin  with  the  EB  counterstamp  of  Ephraim  Brasher.  Otherthan  thedate, 
a virtual  twin  to  one  of  the  pieces  listed  in  Breen’s  article  in  the  1958  ANS  Centennial 
Publication.  Its  description  is  quoted  as  “Great  Britain.  George  II.  1749  Guinea. 
Clipped;  rough  from  exposure  to  sea  water;  countermark  in  center,  but  no  plug.” 

It  is  evident  that  Brasher  examined  and  stamped  a wide  variety  of  coins,  but  there 
are  few  survivors  today  to  attest  to  this  fact.  The  hallmark  differs  slightly  in  style  to 
that  on  the  other  two  pieces  which  appear  in  this  sale  (those  on  the  doubloon  and 
Brazilian  coin  are  virtually  identical),  but  is  consistent  with  the  fact  that  at  least  four 
different  punches  were  used  by  Brasher.

1473  1851  Five  D.  Edward  E.  Dunbar,  who  formed  Dunbar  & Co.,  was  the  proprietor 

of  the  California  Bank  in  San  Francisco.  His  newly  formed  company  took 
over  as  successors  to  Baldwin  & Co.  after  that  firm  had  been  discredited 
through  their  issuance  of  short  weighted  coins.  It  was  speculated  that 
Dunbar  & Co.  used  the  machinery  from  Baldwin  for  the  issuance  of  their 
own  coins.  During  this  transition  period,  Dunbar  & Co.  also  became 
responsible  for  redeeming  the  outstanding  coins  of  Baldwin  & Co.  Only  the 
Five  Dollar  denomination  was  struck  by  Dunbar,  and  that  in  very  limited 
quantities.  After  his  pioneer  banking  days,  Mr.  Dunbar  returned  East 
where  he  organized  the  famous  Continental  Bank  Note  Company. 

The  Dunbar  & Co.  Half  Eagle  has  long  been  held  as  one  of  the  Rarest  of  all 
Pioneer  issues,  as  only  THREE  SPECIMENS  ARE  KNOWN  TO  EXIST! 
One  of  these  is  permanently  impounded  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
from  the  Lilly  collection.  The  recently  sold  Clifford-Kagin  collection  was  a 
virtually  complete  holding  of  territorial  gold  coins  including  some  true 
numismatic  classics,  but  was  lacking  the  Dunbar!  This  is  also  true  of  the 
Gibson  Sale,  the  Beck  Sale  and  even  our  Kaufman  Collection  Sale.  The 
present  specimen  has  been  regarded  to  be  the  FINEST  EXTANT  piece, 
being  in  EXTREMELY  FINE  condition.  It  has  a very  illustrious  pedigree 
having  been  Lot  #1050  in  the  1944  Bell  Sale;  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Alfred 
Walters,  who  then  sold  it  as  Lot  #2148  in  B.  Max  Mehl’s  1951  Walters  Sale 
(MehPs  1 14th  Sale),  where  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  George  Walton.  It  then 
went  into  Stack’s  Walton  Sale  as  Lot  #2211  in  1963,  where  it  realized 
$11,250.00,  being  purchased  by  Leo  A.  Young.  Its  next,  and  last, 
appearance  was  in  the  1973  Peters  A.N.A.  Sale  at  Lot  #1010.  We  know  of 
no  other  specimen  having  been  offered  for  public  sale  since  1 933.  The  present 
specimen  is  struck  in  bright  yellow  gold,  being  slightly  weak  in  the  center. 
The  obverse  and  reverse  fields  show  signs  of  initials  or  scratches  that  have 
been  expertly  removed,  a fact  that  was  curiously  never  mentioned  in  any  of 
the  other  sale  catalogues,  although  obviously  visible  in  the  photographs. 
The  Historic  and  Numismatic  importance  of  this  enormously  great  rarity 
can  not  be  overemphasized.  With  virtually  any  other  U.S.  coin  of 
comparable  rarity,  especially  in  gold,  today  realizing  six  figure  prices,  we 
feel  certain  that  this  coin  will  now  attain  that  prestigious  level.
